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ALLEGED DISCRIMINATION. 


Attention is drawn in this issue of 
the Reporter to certain complaints as 
to the enforcement of the Pure Food 
and Drugs act. It would appear that 
dissatisfaction has arisen in certain 
quarters of the way the law has been 
administered, and the Departments of 
the Treasury, Commerce and Labor, 
and Agriculture, and the Attorney 
General have been asked to explain 
certain rulings and decisions alleged 
to have been made in the interest of 
certain favored manufacturers. The 
House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce, to whom the reso- 
lutions were referred, after reviewing 
the evidence, decided that the allega- 
tions were unfounded. While the com- 
plaints of many manufacturers have 
reached the Reporter from time to 
time, they have always been on the 
other score that the authorities charged 
with administrating the law were, in 
fact, too severe or too exacting on 
points which merely constituted a tech- 
nical breach. This is the first time we 
have ever heard of a charge of partial- 
ity, and we are inclined to think that if 
undue discrimination had really been 
shown, in any instance, the matter 
would have been brought to our at- 
tention before this. We are not sur- 
prised, therefore, to learn that the 
evidence upon which the charges were 
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based was of too vague a character to} facturers of oilcloth who, until re- 


earry conviction. 

The heads of the departments men- 
tioned were asked to answer certain 
charges made by a gentleman from 
Baltimore, who averred that the law, 
as regards certain proprietary articles, 
said to contain considerable quantities 
of alcohol, had never, in certain in- 
stances, been enforced, It was charged 
in fact that the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture had placed every obstacle in the 
way of bringing the culprit to task, 
and that the ends of justice had been 
defeated by, the actions of the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue and of 
the Bureau of Chemistry. The Pure 
Food Commissioner of Wisconsin was 
also author of a statement to the ef- 
fect that the impression prevailed that 
the food and drugs act was not being 
properly enforced, and he _ recom- 
mended an investigation by Congress. 
Neither of fhe accusers, however, made 
any specified charge, and their allega- 
tions with no evidence behind them 
were not considered of sufficient merit 
to warrant further investigation than 
that afforded by the letters to the of- 
ficials and departments affected, and 
their replies thereto, which in every 
case denied any unfairness in the ad- 
ministration of the law, and made 
reasonable explanations for any ap- 
parent laxity when the law first came 
into operation,

STRONG MARKET FOR CHINA 
Wwoopd OIL. 


Last June China wood oil sold in this 
market at six cents per pound in a 
large way. To-day the holders cf the 
few barrels remaining in stock are ask- 
ing eight and one-half cents per pound. 
The high prices have excited no small 
show of interest, especially among var- 
nish manufacturers, who have been 
made to suffer severely by the extraor- 
dinarily high prevailing costs of raw 
materials. As compared with other 
recent years, however, the present 
value of the product under review is 
not so much out of the way. During 
1908 it fluctuated between six and one- 
half and seven cents, and in 1907 it 
never fell below seven and one-half 
cents on actual sales, and it sold as 
high as eight cents, 

The reason of the present position of 
the market is not far to seek. No one 
early in the year just closed antici- 
pated anything more than a normal 
condition for linseed oil, turpentine, or 
China wood oil, and basing their prob- 
able requirements upon the experience 
of other years, neither the importers 
nor the consumers laid in more than a 
normal stock. Even when the situa- 
tion began to grow serious statistically, 
and it became evident to those ex- 
perienced in the business that there 
would be a shortage, the manufactur- 
ing consumers paid little heed to the 
warnings and declined offers for fu- 
ture shipments which, had they ac- 
cepted, would have to-day netted them 
a tidy profit. 

The growing popularity of the oil 
may, in @ measure, be gauged by the 
imports during the last calendar year, 
which aggregated 45,000 barrels, the 
heaviest known in the history of the 
industry with the exception of 1906, 
when they amounted to about the 
same. Notwithstanding the heavy ar- 
rivals, however, consumption has more 
than kept pace with them, and only 
within the last fortnight or ten days 
the varnish makers purchased in the 
neighborhood of one thousand barrels 
from stock and for nearby arrival, 
paying from seven to seven and one- 
half cents for the lot, and leaving only 
a few odd barrels in store, which are 
held at the fancy price named, 

The unusual demand is in turn ac- 
counted for, and may in fact be directly 
traced to the high price of linseed oil 
and the consequent general scurry for 
substitutes. Under ordinary circum- 
stances China wood oil is held at a 
higher price than linseed oil, but at the 
present reckoning of seven and one- 
quarter cents for futures it rules at 
about fifty-eight cents, as against sev- 
enty-six cents, the price now asked for 
the linseed product. As a consequence 
varnish makers have been much more 
free in their use of it, and the manu- 








cently had been using it more or less 
in an experimental way, have from all 
accounts adopted it as an important 
and permanent component of their for- 
mulas, Paint manufacturers have 
taken it up in the grinding of paints 
for ship.bottoms, for which it is said 
to be especially well adapted, Printers’ 
ink manufacturers have been trying it 
with success, and the manufacturers 
of patent leather are experimenting 
with hopes of ultimately using it in a 
large way. 

In view of all these circumstances, 
it is not to be wondered that the 
market for future oil should be firm at 
quotations. February shipments are 
held at seven and one-quarter cents 
and for later months up to June sellers 
are asking seven cents. The quantity 
available for February, March and 
April shipment is seasonably limited. 
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THE NEED FOR UNIFORM STATE 
LAWS. 


Expense, inconvenience, annoyance 
and the general hindrance to interstate 
trade, consequent to the multiplicity of 
State laws and regulations in respect 
to foodstuffs, drugs and such like mer- 
chandise, may be saved in due course 
and the machinery of interstate com- 
merce may be made to run much more 
smoothly if the work of the National 
Conference on Uniform Laws, in ses- 
sion at Washington last week, eventu- 
ally bears the fruit expected of it. The 
necessity for uniformity has been forc- 
ibly shown by the passage from time 
to time of Federal laws, such, for in- 
stance, as the Pure Food and Drugs 
Act, designed to create harmony of ac- 
tion when State measures could not be 
made to accord. If each State could 
be »yrought to construct its laws so as 
to make them agree with those of the 
others, there probably would be much 
less comment about the danger of too 
great a concentration of governing 
power at Washington; and, after all, 
general interests are now so much 
alike that it should not be such a dif- 
ficult task to construct a uniform code 
of laws and regulations for the govern- 
ment of trade which would be accept- 
able to all States alike. 

In the early days of this nation the 
commerce of the individual States was 
for the most part confined to their own 
borders. It has been estimated that 
during the period following the Revo- 
lution seventy-five per cent. of the 
trade of the country was intrastate 
and twenty-five per cent. was inter- 
state. In those days the States, which 
were few numerically and lay close to- 
gether, were much less dependent upon 
each other’s resources than they are 
now. During the early growth of the 
country they were of comparatively lit- 
tle help to each other, and what they 
needed and could not themselves pro- 
duce was imported from Europe, But 
now that the commerce of the nation is 
so interminably interwoven between the 
States it is quite patent that the regu- 
lations affecting trade in one section 
of the country should conform to those 
applied for the same purpose in an- 
other, and also, that State laws should, 
as far as possible, be made to fit the 
Federal enactments, 

The Congress of Governors and the 
National Civic Federation have in turn 
done much good work toward bring- 
ing about these most desirable ends, by 
creating a public sentiment in their fa- 
vor. Wo party politics are involved in 
the issue, and we find Republican and 
Democratic delegates representing the 
North and the South, the East and the 
West, the agricultural, the manufac- 
turing and the mining sections, unani- 
mous in the effort to bring about a uni- 
formity of law. The men intrusted 
with the task are among the best that 
could be selected to carry the work to 
completion. It is not a matter of op- 
position that may block the general 
plan, because there does not seem to be 
any. In each case it will be a mere 
question of expediency in harmonizing 
individual interests in the different 
States, which, except in rare instances, 
should not be such a difficult thing to 
do. Of course no one expects everyone 
to think as he does on every subject, 
and entanglements are bound to arise 





in solving the problem. But common 
sense almost invariably may be relied 
upon to prevail, so that the task once 
begun, as it now is, we may not 
have so long to wait to see the law of 
the State and the law of the nation be- 
come one and the same on matters 
pertaining to the conduct of business 
and public morals. The drug trade is 
particularly anxious for a measure of 
uniformity as applied to legislation af- 
fecting the sale of drugs and medicinal 
preparations, and if only the several 
States could be induced to accept the 
National Pure Food and Drugs Act and 
make it operative within their respec- 
tive borders, the great food and drug 
interests of the country would heave a 
profound sigh of relief, 

Only those intimately acquainted 
with the details required of a big man- 
ufacturing or wholesale distributing 
house can even remotely appreciate the 
difficulties of catering to a number of 
widely separated States and at the 
same time conforming to the legal re- 
quirements of each. It will be gratify- 
ing to learn, then, that the National 
Conference on Uniformity has already 
adopted, at the instance of the National 


Wholesale Druggists’ Association, a 
resolution recommending that the 
State legislatures adopt the Fed- 
eral Pure Food and Drugs Act 
as a model for their own govern- 
ment, This resolution is embodied 
in an article from our Washington 


correspondent entitled “For Uniform 
State Laws,” which appears elsewhere 


in this issue, which article also con- 
tains a second resolution adopted by 
the conference, advising the Governors 


of the States to indorse the vote pre- 
pared by the Commissioners on the sub- 
ject of uniform laws and expressing 
the hope that “those States which have 
not already done so will enact into law 
without delay, the negotiable instru- 
ments act, the warehouse receipts act, 
the bills of lading act and the uniform 
divorce act. It is evident from the 
earnest and matter of fact way with 
which this uniformity question has 
been handled, the quality of the men 
engaged upon it, and the readiness with 
which it has passed the initial stage 
that the prospects for ultimate success 
are more than good.

PETROLEUM EXPORTS DURING 
1909. 


The government returns showing the 
exports of mineral oils during the 
twelve months ended December 31 last 
are, on the whole, fairly satisfactory. 
They indicate that the American pe- 
troleum business with foreign nations 
has held its own, despite considerable 
competition, which year by year seems 
to be growing keener. The aggregate 
of quantity shipped abroad exceeds 
that of 1908 by 19,913,627 gallons, but 
the value has declined $5,532,710. The 
total shipments in 1909 were 1,494,734,- 
138 gallons, valued at only $99,748,893, as 
against exports during 1908 of 1,474,- 
820,511 gallons, valued at $105,281,603, 
and 1,248,040,236 gallons in 1907, valued 
at $88,409,761. The unit decline per gal- 
lon in value has therefore been re- 
duced, according to these figures, from 
an average of .070 cents in 1907, and@ 
-071 cents during 1908 to .0667 cents 
during 1909. 

The reason for this decline in the 
average unit value of mineral oils in- 
dicates that Russia and other pro- 
ducing countries has been forcing a 
market. It is admitted that the compe- 
tition abroad is growing keener and 
operations during the last two years, 
as indicated by these official figures, 
seem to bear out the contention. 

There has been a slight but a steady 
increase in crude during the last three 
years, but the values have fallen off. 
In 1909 the total shipments aggre- 
gated 144,199,051 gallons, valued at $5,- 
208,860, as against 99,446,946 gallons, val- 
ued at $4,960,874 during 1908, an in- 
crease in quantity of 44,752,105 gallons, 
compared with an increase in value 
of but $247,986. The 1907 shipments 
and value were 97,942,862 gallons, val- 
ued at $5,453,782. Naphthas show a 
considerable increase in both the val- 
ume of the shipments and the values, 
the respective figures being 57,555,061 
gallons, valued at $4,814,498 during 1909, 
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and 36,292,418 gallons, valued at $3,809,- 
559 during 1908. The increase in quan- 
tity was therefore 21,262,643 gallons, and 
the increase in total] value $1,004,939.

It was in the illuminating oils, 
ever, that the European rivalry

The 
respective shipments and values for

The comparison, however, 
shows to considerable advantage over 
1907, when the quantities and values 
were only 889,777,047 gallons and

The loss in the illuminating oil trade 
has been in measure offset by an 
improvement foreign demand for 
lubricating paraffin oils. The 
quantity sent abroad during 1909 was 
157,087,254 gallons valued at $19,095,403 
compared with 144,612,947 gallons valued 
at $18,462,208 in 1908 and 147,997,553 gal- 
lons valued at $18,426,640 in

1907. Last 
year therefore showed a gain in ship- 
ments of 12,474,307 gallons and $633,195 
over 1908 and _ 9,098,701 gallons and 
$668,763 over 1907. It will noticed, 
however, that the larger volume in the 
shipments was not accompanied by a 
proportionately greater value, showing 
that the business was done on a Closer 
margin than heretofore, 

There was a good all round demand 
for petroleum residuum, and tne sub- 
stantial increase in the exports was 
shown of 24,312,545 gallons and $759,122. 
The gain over 1907 in volume was 
23,971,628 and in value $966,165. The fig- 
ures again show a decline in the aver- 
age price. The total shipments and 
their value during the respective years 
were :—1909, 98,142,320 gallons, valued at 
$3,425,802; 1908, 73,829,785 gallons, valued 
at $2,666,680, and 1907, 74,170,692 gallons, 
valued at $2,459,637. 

A feature of 
figures is the remarkable 
ing made by the Gulf port of Sa- 
bine during the last three years. The 
extension of shipping facilities within 
this period has drawn all of the ex- 
port shipments of the Mid-Continent 
field which, added to the Gulf Coast 
shipments, have made of Sabine the 
third largest petroleum shipping port 
of America. New York ranks first 
with shipments last year of 791,741,318 
gallons, and Philadelphia second, with 
412,676,733 gallons. 


San Francisco, it might naturally 
be supposed as being the port of ex- 
port for California, would rank well 
up, as it does with foreign shipments 
during 1909 of 94,813,579 gallons. But 
this figure is insignificant when com- 
pared with the outturn of the State, 
which for the twelve months was 57,- 
631,450 barrels. If we reckon fifty gal- 
lons to the barrel this would bring the 
production of California up to 2,881,- 
572,500 gallons. When, therefore, it is 
taken into consideration that the de- 
mand for oil on the Pacific, slope has 
kept pace with the supply, it will read- 
ily be seen that the home consumption 
of California oil must have been enor- 
mous. So great has it been, in fact, 
that, from late accounts, an actual 
shortage is threatened, so that produc- 
.tion has been stimulated, and the re- 
turns a year hence may be even more 
remarkable.

say that inquiry for oil from consumers 
is improving. Minneapolis oil mills are 
comfortably situated as to orders. Some 
of them report that they have more or- 
ders for oil on their books for January- 
February-March shipment than is the case 
usually. These old orders will keep them 
running fairly steadily until the spring 
demand develops. 

Oil prices are nominal. Most 
not reduced their quotations as rapidly 
as seed has declined, for the reason that 
they are unable to get seed in quantities 
at the prices quoted. Were they able to 
secure the seed they would undoubtedly 
be willing to shade prices 2 to 3c. per gal- 
lon. Hlowever, should they begin to pur- 
chase seed or show much interest in sup- 
plies prices would probably advance just 
as rapidly as they have declined, Buyers 
probably cannot figure out why it is that 
oil prices have not kept pace with the de- 
cline in seed. The reason can readily be 
sed from the above. With seed prices 
so erratic it is hard for crushers to make 
quotations on oil. Some are asking 71@ 
72c, and some 7T3a74c., but all quotations 
are sent out subject to market changes in 
seed, 

There seems to be a marked scarcity of 
tank cars. Minneapolis oil mills ship out 
probably 75 per cent. of their oil output 
in tank cars so that, when the railroads 
are tied up as they have been in the last 
six weeks, mills have trouble in getting 
enough cars to take care of their ship- 
ments. Most crushers report serious de- 
lay in moving oil eastward. One instance 
is heard of where a car of oil, billed to 
Chicago, was booked out from here about 
six weeks ago and has not yet reached its 
destination. 

Alj the Minneapolis mills are in opera- 
tion and shipments for the week com- 
pare favorably with those of a year ago. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE MEAL. 

The export demand for linseed oil cake 
continues extremely active. Buyers show 
a preference now for quick shipment stuft 
and are willing to pay a slight premium 
to it. However, there is no let-up 
in the demand for future shipment. Some 
speculators are even bidding on supplies 
for summer and fall shipment. The vol- 
ume of trading for nearby shipment is 
limited only by the quantity of cake the 
oil mills have to. offer. They are all 
fairly well sold up for quick shipment and 
few have anything to offer for January 
clearance. For January-February ship- 
ment crushers are asking $33 per ton of 
2.00) pounds f. 0. b. Minneapolis, and for 
March-April, 50c. per ton less. The im- 
proved domestic demand for meal pre- 
vents any decline in cake and crushers 
are holding their asking prices firm.

comment. It was felt in many 
and not among the bears alone, by 
Means—that prices were artificially 
Admitting all that could be said in favor 
of a high market for seed, there did not 
appear to be any real reason why seed 
should sell at unheard of values. It was 
urged that in addition to the shortage 
in seed, which was accepted as an actual 
fact, there had come the railroad 
and the exceptionally bad weather to tie 
up shipments marketward, and that the 
three formed a combination on which a 
few in the trade could work to marked 
advantage in sending up the market quo- 
tations. For many days the prices that 
were daily posted meant little, since whileé 
the seed could not be bought at lower 
levels there was really so little coming 
that prices were regarded being littl 
more than nominal. It was, therefore, no 
surprise to see the market take a sudden 
turn downward, and even at the declines 
there still is a doubt in the minds of 
many to the veal legitimacy of the 
figures now being quoted, Hlere is the 
urgument that was to-day by one 
of the representatives of a big crusher 
in the West:—‘‘Let us assume that there 
will not be over 20,000,000 bushels of 
American seed available on this crop 
this is probably placing it at the minimum. 
Already the American crushers have 
bought 3,500,000 bushels of Argentine seed 
and probably close to 2,000,000 bushels will 
be taken from Canada to supply such 
shortage as will exist. This will mea) 
that there is available to this country 
at least 25,000,000 bushels of seed. Is that 
cnough? It has been urged in the past 
that the American crushers required 
000,000 bushels of every year. Under 
ordinary conditions they probably would 
require a little more, since there has been 
an increase in the number of presses 
since the estimate was originally made. 
But if we admit that there will be a cur- 
tailed demand for oil brought about 
through high prices, then we must also 
admit that the crushers will not require 
quite as much s¢ they did last 
year. If they have 25,000,000 bushels, that 
looks like a_ suffi nt supply. But if 
they will need more than this, they will 
not be able to get it, for they cannot go 
out into the markets of the world and 
buy, as they have been able to do in for- 
mer years. Argentine is short, and the 
seed which the farseeing American crush- 
ers already have picked up in that coun- 
try probably will be all they can _ se- 
cure. It means that Europe will be short 
both in oil and cake, but she cannot very 
well call on this country for oil, as the 
price is too high. Cake she will want, 
and cake prices may continue to rule 
high. Analyzing the situation it would 
seem that it means just this:—America 
will have enough seed, but having been 
bought at a high price average, the cost 
of the product must necessarily be high. 
That there is any legitimate reason for 
seed above $2, however, does not seem ap- 
parent, and I do not believe last week's 
high prices will be repeated, unless we 
should have more bad weather and a 
continuation of the switchmen’s strike.”

LINSEED OLL. 
Demand for linseed oil 
active this week, and as there was a 
sharp break in seed prices the crush- 
ers followed this by reducing the asking 
price of their oil. At the close of the 
current week the market for linseed oil 
is from 5@ic. lower than at the extreme 
high time last week, and even at the 
declines there has been no sharp de- 
mand for oil. It seems probable that the 
buvers are nursing the usual theory, 
when the market takes a sudden break, 
that values are destined to go still lower. 
It has been urged that the recent gains 
in seed prices were too marked to indi- 
eate that the market was a healthy one, 
and as the users of oil seemed to have 
had their ideas verified in part by a 
drop in both seed and oil, it would not 
be surprising if they were to hold out 
for still lower quotations on oil. How- 
ever, there is apparently little chance 
for « much lower market for oil, for the 
reason that the price has not kept pace 
with the advancing cost of seed, Crush- 
ers do not change the price of 
oil every time there is a change in seed 
prices. Based on the cost of such_ seed 
as was purchased last week, oil should 
have been selling about 80e. per gal- 
lon, but no crusher could follow the 
varying prices for seed with correspond- 
ing ones in oil. Most of the makers had 
dropped their price at the close of the 
current week to 72¢., and it was said 
that some oil had been bought as low 
70c., though this rumor could not be 
verified. Most of the crushers are hold- 
ing to 72c, for oil in round lots, though 
small sales at 74@75e. have been much 
more frequent, 
LINSEED CAKE 
Beyond the fact that the 
there is little to record. Local 
crushers long ago decided that they did 
not have cake to sell, and in the famine 
period of seed which has manifested itself 
within the last few weeks it is doubtful 
if there was booked a single new order 
for export cake at a Chicago mill. The

In the 
Northwest there is said to be a little bet- 
ter condition, but none of the local brok- 
ers report offers of cake from Minne- 
apolis houses. The market is quoted at

CORN OIL. 

Following a break in the price of flax- 
seed, and a decline in the market for lin- 
seed oil, and the weakening of the market 
for coitonsed oil, there was a reduction 
in the quotable cost of corn oil, local 
makers reducing their price rather sharp- 
ly. Demand is almost as active as it was 
recently, and the inquiry from the soap- 
makers is just as good as ever, but the 
lower price for certain oils for which corn 
oil cometimes is substituted has made it 
advisabie for holders to drop the asking 
figure for corn oil. It is almost incon- 
ceivable the amount of corn oil that has 
been used this season as a substitute for 
linseed oil, and as there does not seem 
to be any reason for assuming that the 
latter is going to be cheap, prospects for 
a very sharp decline in corn oil are not 
bright. Quoted in round lots, corn oil 
in cooperage stands $6.25 per hundred, 
against $6.55 last week. In tanks it is 
held at $5.80.

Varnish Gums, 





Quietness has characterized the 
movement of varnish gums during the 
past week. Owing to the high price 
of oil varnish manufacturers are mak- 
ing as little varnish as possible. The 
wood oil situation, however, has be- 
come quite interesting. The local mar- 
ket is practically bare of spot goods, 
and holders have advanced the price to 
the range of 8@8%c., showing a gain of 
le, per pound as compared with the 
price quoted during the _ preceding 
week. This scarcity has been largely 
due to the decided improvement in 
the demand during the past two or 
three months, emanating principally 
from the paint and varnish trades and 
the patent leather and oil cloth indus- 
tries. The increased movement into 
those channels of consumption is di- 
rectly due to the high price of linseed 
oil, which ‘forced’ manufacturers to 
find a substitute. 

Window Glass. 


Just at present the demand for glass 
is rather quiet, but the market is well 
maintained at the recent advance. Al- 
though it was generally expected that 
with the formation of the Imperial 
Window Glass Company quotations 
would be moved up, such a radical ad- 
vance was not looked for, and jobbers, 
as well as consumers are finding it 
rather hard to adjust themselves to the 
present prices. Stocks, however, are 
generally conceded to be light, and with 
the advance of February there will, 
no doubt, be a decided increase in the 
movement.

Similar replies were received from the 
Secretary of Agriculture and Secretary of 
the Treasury. After examining all the 
documents in the case the committee 
reached the conclusion that there was 
nothing to warrant the expenditure of 
time and money that would be involved 
in an investigation of the somewhat 
vague charges and it was, therefore, de- 
cided to report all the resolutions ad- 
versely. The text of the report upon the 
resolution calling on the Secretary of 
Agriculture for information, which is 
practically identical with the committee's 
reports upon the other resolutions, is as 
follows :— 

‘“‘The Committee on Interstate 
Commerce, to whom was referred 
tion (H. Res. 67) calling upon the 
of the Department of Agriculture for 
information concerning the enforcement of the 
Food and Drugs act, begs leave to report the 
said resolution back to the House, with a rec- 
ommendation that it do lie upon the table. 

“When this resolution was referred to your 
committee the chairman of the committee, in 
accordance with the practice of the commit 
tee, referred the resolution to the Secretary of 
Agriculture for information, and there in- 
cluded herewith, as a part of this report, two 
letters from the Secretary of Agriculture, the 
latter of which furnishes substantially all the 
information asked for in the resolution, so 
that the purpose of the resolution having been 
accomplished by the presentation to the Hous¢ 
of the information requested by the resolution 
there is no occasion for its passage. 

“The reasons for the presentation 
resolution are in part at least set forth 
ters hereto attached as a rt of this report, 
addressed to Hon. Halvor Steenerson, the au 
thor of the resolution. While there has been 
from time to time more or less criticism of 
the Department of Agriculture concerning the 
enforcement of the Pure Food law, still in 
the main that criticism has been concerning 
the construction of the law in reference to the 
use of preservatives and in reference to the 
constituents of ‘blends’ and especially the use 
of the term ‘blended whisky.’ That the Pure 
Food law has been well executed is known to 
all who are familiar with the work done. 
There have been more than one hundred and 
ten food inspection decisions prepared by the 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection in the De- 
partment of Agriculture and promulgated by 
that department. These decisions are  con- 
structions of the Pure Food law. In each case 
probably some contention has been sustained 
and some contention overruled, but it is 
hardly fair for people who have not had their 
own way in the decisions as to the construc- 
tion of the law sustained to criticize the de- 
partment for not enforcing the law. The law 
has been enforced and a great number of cases 
have been commenced and tried during the 
past year and many fines have been imposed. 
Those who are most familiar with the law and 
with its construction and enforcement are 
proud of the record that has been made for 
the law and for its enforcement, 

“Tt appears from the excerpt fr 
nual report of the Solicitor of the 
of Agriculture for 1909, herewith 
made a part of this report, that 
ment, as well as the Department of Justice, 
has been very active in enforcing the Pure 
Food law. And knowledge of the work of the 
Department of Agriculture in connection with 
the enforcement of the law will disclose that 
there is no justice in the insinuation some

as to the views of prominent dis- 
tillers, importers, wholesale dealers and 
perfumers On what should constitute the 
Pharmacopoeial standards and tests for 
volatile oils was one of the interesting 
features of the meeting on January 13, of 
the S« ientific Section of the Philadelphia 
Branch of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association. It was held in the labora- 
tories of the H. K. Mulford Company, 
and followed a dinner at the French Club, 
which was participated in by the speak- 
ers and members 

Che paper by Dr. Stanislaus was most 
complete and quoted the opinions of many 
of his correspondents as well as his own, 
and their deductions. These _ replies, 
ninety-two in number, were based upon 
the following series of questions:— 

1. Is it desirable, in your opinion, to in- 
crease the purity rubric in the case of the es- 
sential oils the Pharmacopeia? For ex- 
ample, on 306, under Oleum Amygdolae 
we notice specification that it should con- 
tain ‘‘not less than 85 per cent. of benzalde- 
hyde and not less than 2 per cent. nor more 
than 4 per cent. of hydrocyanic acid,’’ whereas 
on page 307, under Oleum Anisi, there is no 
specification Should not such standards of 
purity be introduced in all such cases where 
the proximate principle of the oil is assayable? 

2. What essential oils, if any, would you 
recommend for admission to the Pharmacopeeia, 
and which should be deleted therefrom? 

3. What new assay methods for essential 
oils would it be desirable, in your opinion, to 
introduce into the next Pharmacopeia? 

4. What criticism of the present assay meth- 
ods have you to offer? 

5. Which of the present standards of purity 
do you consider too high, and which should be 
increased ? 

6. What , new 
should, in your 
new U. 8. P.? 

7. What criticism have you to 
present standards for solubility? 

8. What criticism of the present 
gravities have you to make? 

9. Is the present sodium sulfite method for 
the detection of aldehydes and ketones a sat- 
isfactory one? 

10. Does the method of determining benzalde- 
hyde in the oil of bitter almond give satisfac- 
tory results? What changes would you pro- 
pose? 

11. Are the, present standards for optional ro- 
¢ tation in the case of volatile oils satisfactory?

In the absence 
Ungerer, of New York, Prof. J. P. 
ington read his paper, entitled, ‘‘Who 
Makes the Aduiterer?”’ The answer to 
the query was given the purchaser, 
because he is the one who demands a 
product below the actual cost of produc- 
ition. Competition meets the lower price 
by inferiority or by adulteration. The ex- 
tent of aduiteration, however, according 
to ln Ungerer, is usually exaggerated, 
although it is true that frequently quo- 
tations from different firms for the same 
oil may vary 33 per cent. This is due, he 
said, to the quality as well the pur- 
ity. Many buyers are satisfied with oils 
meeting the requirements of U. S. P., 
while others who are more Critical as to 
the delicacy of the odors, the profession- 
al perfumers in particular, insist on hav- 
ing the oils meeting their rigid require- 
ments for the particular purpose desired. 

Another paper presented by Mr. Un- 
gerer was entitled, ‘‘The Would-Be Per- 
fumer.” This was read by Dr. Vander- 
kleed. The author stated that the suc- 
cess of a perfume depended on three fac- 
tors:—First, highest quality of materials; 
second, perfect formulae; third, expert 
manipulation. The latter factor, perhaps, 
being the most indispensable and im- 
portant of the three. 

Cc. S. Brinton presented a 
the work that has been done by the 
government on oil of lemon, and gave 
much analytical data and outlined meth- 
ods perfectly. He considered that the 
present U. S. P. standards for volatile oils 
were not. satisfactory, and should be 
broadened and made better by the intro- 
duciion of more accurate methods for 
detecting adulterants, 

The discussion of the papers was opened ! 
by Prof. S. P. Sadtler, who said that 
the present methods were in need of re- 
vision, and that the present methods were 
largely formulated by expert chemists 
from several oil firms, who were called 
in consultation, Several methods were 
introduced ‘without sufficient verification. 
Hle considered the phosphate method for 
cineal an inferor method. 

Prot. Remington said the problem was 
a very difficult one on account of the 
variation of the oils in different localities, 
and absolutely rigid standards could not 
be adopted for this reason. 

The temptation to adulterate, he de- 
clared, is largely due to the high price 
of materials. He considered that a highly 
trained nose was of more importance in 
determining the value of oil than most 
of the chemical examination, and hence 
favored some form of dilution odor test. 

George L. Pancoast spoke of his early 
writings on the subject of adulteration 
of volatile oils and of the vast extent of 
the problem. 

He spoke of sampies of oils being much 
above the Pharmacopeceial requirements 
for per cent. of estimated ester, or phenol, 
content and showed how they might be 
mixed with inferior oils in such a pro- 
portion so that the admixture would ful- 
fil] all the official requirements. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Pancoast, oil of gaultheria 
should be distilled from fresh leaves and 
where collected. He exhibited an imita- 
tion sassafras oil made from synthetic 
safrol and a fraction of oil of camphor. 

Prof. Charles H, La Wall, Prof, Kim- 
berly, Dr. Miller, Messrs. Hilts, Blair, 
Swinton, Graham, Vanderkleed and Pear- 
son further discussed the subject. 

While the consensus of opinion was that 
the best means of valuation of an oil was 
by its odor and flavor and dilution, tests 
were recommended. Prof. Stanislaus 
pointed out that the difficulty would be 
great in obtaining suitable standards, 
while the difference of opinion would al- 
ways predominate. 3esides, such tests 
would have very little legal significance. 
Accurate chemical methods have many 
advantages. 

The need of co-operative scientific work 
on these standards was carefully consid- 
ered, and it was decided to have the 
chairman, Joseph L. Turner, appoint a 
committee for doing this work. Several | 
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of the prominent chemists present offered 
to co-operate. 

It was thouguat 
work for the present to chemists in 
about Philadelphia, as the advantage 
being able to talk over details was of the 
greatest importance. 

The excellent work already done by the 
scientific section was spoken of and a 
wish expressed that other branches would 
follow the lead of Philadelphia in form- 
ing scientific sections for the considera- 
tion of scientific problems, which are ot 
such vital importance to the progress ot 
American pharmacy.

Linseed Oil, 


The week before last, when seed 
was soaring and oil promised to ad- 
vance hourly, the local market for 
the latter was fairly active. Consum- 
ers not only purchased their immediate 
requirements with comparative liber- 


‘ality, but they threw out feelers as to 


the future, and it looked as ifa mod- 
erately active season for oil had open- 
ed and that buyers had bowed to the 
apparently inevitable and were pre- 
pared to pay current prices even 
though the same were extraordinary. 
Last week, however, the scene was 
suddenly changed. Seed took a tumble, 
oil weakened, wavered and for a 
time and fell. The signs of an easier sit- 
uation were all that was needed, as 
usual to cast an effectual damper on 
the buying movement, and trade was 
espectionally dul] during the week. Not 
even when certain lots of Western oil 
were offered at 71 cents, which rep- 
resented a drop of full 4 cents below 
the market, could buyers be found. 
The thought of cheaper oil only served 
to frighten them, and then the offers 
were withdrawn, and the best that 
could be done in round lots was 75 
cents for State or Western. E'very- 
one has been keeping a sharp eye on 
the seed market, and has been dis- 
appointed that oil did not fluctuate 
downward as did the raw material. 
But the crushers explain that oil had 
not advanced to the parity of seed 
when the latter had reached its high 
level mark, and that unless the decline 
hereafter was radical oil should hold 
its own, unless for motives of ex- 
pediency in individual cases. The de- 
cline in seed is variously explained. 
A rational opinion seems to be that the 
latest advances had been caused by 
unfavorable weather conditions, the 
difficulty of getting the product to 
market, owing to the switchmen’s 
strike, and the persistent demand by 
the mills. Last week these influences 
were removed, and with them came a 
drop of about 20 cents a bushel. But 
the outlook is none too good statistic- 
ally from all accounts, and as the 
foreign markets are all strong the 
chances for a material decline from 
the current prices do not seem oOver- 
bright. The local card prices are very 
firm and unchanged from the basis of 
76 and 77 cents, respectively, for State 
or Western and city brands in lots of 


5 or more barrels.

Linseed Cake and Meal, 


Outside of a rumor of one or two 
sales of cake in Liverpool at unknown 
concessions little buying has de- 
veloped. European buyers have been 
temporarily frightened by the action 
of the linseed markets, and, although 
linseed prices have fully recovered 
cake buyers have not manifested any 
interest up to the present time. Crush- 
ers, however, have shown no inclina- 
tion to lower the price, and while 
buyers’ views are about $35 per ton, 
holders are asking $36.50@87. 

Cottonseed Oil. 

The market was very irregular and 
unsettled during the week with sharp 
and frequent fluctuations on heavy 
mixed trading. General sentiment, 
while continuing bullish, was less so 
among the professional element than 
for some weeks of late, and the ten- 
dency to realize profits by the old bull 
interest continued in evidence. There 
was also some very heavy liquidation 
for certain outside accounts who had 
extensive lines of speculative oil as 
well as cotton, and who had to dispose 
of the former to protect the latter. 
The violent fluctuations of cotton had 
a decidedly disturbing influence on 
the oil market, and the trend of oil 
values has been similar to the price 
movements of cotton. Early in the 
week the selling of the March, May 
and July positions was aé_ feature. 
March was hammered for 26 points 
from the closing prices of the previous 
week, and the May and July positions 
were effected in a similar manner. 
The advance in cotton on Wednesday 
met with a ready response in oil, and 
prices were sent skyrocketing back al- 
most to the point from which they de- 
clined. The wide extent of fluctuation 
has afforded an attractive field for 
professional traders, and the in 
and out operations of this element 
have furnished a goodly part of the 
week’s activity. The present situation 
is not one to stimulate buying for con- 
suming account. Sales of moderate 
lots for edible use have been reported, 
but, at best, the consuming demand 
is quiet and restricted mostly to such 
quantities as are needed to meet cur- 
rent requirements. The demand for 
compound has eased to some degree, 
and these interests have not been forced 
to look outside their regular contracts 
for oil. The margarine producers re- 
port an active demand for their prod- 
uct, which is rapidly developing into 
a standard commercial commodity. 
The premiums of butter and lard over 
margarine and compound continue suf- 
ficiently great to attract interest in 
the cotton oil products for some time 
to come. Inquiries for foreign account 
have shown no unusual activity. Ex- 
porters report a moderate demand for 
small lots of the high grades, but 
round lots have remained dull and 
more or less neglected. The foreign

Prices of crude oil 
have been more or less influenced by 
the fluctuations in refined, but offer- 
ings, at all times, have been limited 
and sales have only been made where 
room or cash was an absolute neces- 
sity. The mills appear to be well 
able to take care of their holdings, 
and expressions from different sec 
tions of the South indicate consider- 
able confidence in the future course 
of prices. Quotations for the week 
have ranged from 45 to 46c., the former 
being the closing bid price. Other 
vegetable oils have moved irregularly 
during the interval, but have exerted 
no appreciable influence on the cotton 
product. Lard has ruled about steady 
at previous prices. City tallow has 
advanced with sales of 100 hhds. at 
6%ec. Greases have retained their fa- 
vorable position with supplies light 
and demand active.

This 
upward move is stated to be due most- 
ly to the fact that the American trade 
has been covering in a small way, 
and that the foreign producers are in 
a position to ask more money for their 
stocks. It is generally predicted that 
stocks by the end of February will 
be rather large. A Manchester cor- 
respondent of a London paper de- 
scribed the market there as follows:— 

The market is again firmer for olive oil, 
and Candia is especially stronger than it was, 
owing, no doubt, to the Italian demand. Those 
who prefer this class of olive oil have now 
to pay £43 c. i. {. for shipment, which com- 
pares with £38 only a few weeks ago. The 
intrinsic value of the oil for this market is, 
however, not so great, as Malaga oil, which is 
preferred when a low acidity is a matter of 
importance, can still be bought—or could up 
to this morning—at £41. It is, however, dif- 
ficult to believe that the finer olive oils will 
long remain cheaper than nut oils. In all the 
producing centers there appears to be a strong 
belief in a further sharp rise, and many hold- 
ers will, no doubt, keep back their produce 
to wait for it. It is to be hoped that those of 
our readers who are interested in olive oil 
took the hints thrown out by this journal 
some weeks ago. 

PALM OIL.—Reflecting the strong 
position of tallow this market is quoted 
firmer again. - Liverpool stocks are 
light and sales during the past three 
months or so have been the largest 
in the history of the industry. On

Factors claim that the box cut, al- 
though their information is meager, will be 
short of last season’s cut, but to what ex- 
tent they are unable at this time to esti- 
mate. 

Receipts at Savannah continue to show the 
falling off, as several times pointed out in 
these columns. Savannah's receipts’ this 
week, as compared with the same period a 
year ago, are only 829 casks, against 1,174 
casks, and for the month 3,391 casks, against 
1,763 casks, and for the season 168,771 casks, 
against 220,803 casks last season.

and approval of the goods. We now have 
450,000 pounds of strictly prime cascara 
sagrada bark bought on these terms, 
which terms have been satisfactory to 
both the seller and the buyer. Last fall, 
however, we placed an order, through 
Messrs. S. G. McCotter & Co., for one 
one carload, cash against the docu- 
ments. We ordered these goods as strict- 
ly prime quality and specified that the 
draft should be made only for two-thirds 
of their value. This original letter was 
forwarded to Daniel J. Fry, of Salem, 
Oregon, Our terms were rejected. We 
then wrote to Messrs. 8S. G. McCotter & 
Co. and stated that they might ship 
the goods and draw for the full amount, 
provided they (Messrs. S. G. McCotter & 
Co.) were satisfied that Daniel J. Fry was 
a man of reliable character. This orig- 
inal letter was also forwarded to Daniel 
J. Fry. 

The goods were duly shipped and pay- 
ment was made in accordance with the 
terms of the contract. On arrival the 
goods were found to be quite mossy and 
“a very large proportion consisted 4 
large, thick, irregular pieces of bark. 
is possible that the goods, for manufac- 
turing purposes, are as good as any 
other, but they are unsightly and could

not be sold as readily as sightly goods,, 


except on an advancing market. We 
have made rigid representations, both di- 
rect and through Messrs. S. G. McCotter 
& Co., but without effect, although our 
brokers have done everything for us that 
they could. 

Mr. Daniel J. Fry, under date of Janu- 
ary 5, 1910, writes:—‘‘We note the carload 
of cascara received by you on McCotter’s 
order was excessively irregular, mossy 
and very thick. These objections can be 
found to a certain extent in every carload 
of cascara shipped from the Pacific coast 
unless the entire car was peeled by one 
firm and was selected with specia] care to 
insure uniformity. If your’ requisition 
had called for that kind of goods we 
should not have accepted the order.” 

You will note that he does not deny 
the inferior quality of the goods shipped 
us, but advances a presumption that is 
not true in fact, and is evidently an ex- 
cuse to explain his shipment. Of all the 
very large stock we now have there is 
not a single car of the quality shipped us 
by Daniel J. Fry. During the same month 
we purchased the car from Fry we pur- 
chased a car from another party, and 
this car was of a strictly handsome, uni- 
form appearance. For ourselves we 
shall, of course, strictly adhere in future 
to buying only two-thirds draft against 
the bill of lading, and this letter is writ- 
ten to call the attention of the trade to 
the risks that they run in purchasing in 
any other manner, and in the hope that 
others also will refuse hereafter to place 
orders except in such a way as to give 
them some protection in case they have 
any justifiable claims arising from short- 
comings in delivery.

Job- 
bing limits are seldom exceeded, and 
the practice of buying for the most 
urgent wants is usually followed, Mar- 
ket developments, however, continue, 
on the whole, favorable to sellers, ad- 
vances far outnumbering the declines. 
Opium has remained quiet and unin- 
teresting. The light bark shipments 
for the half month and the higher unit 
at the Amsterdam sale influenced a 
better tone to the quinine market, 
Porto Rican bay rum was firmer on 
the clearing of the cheaper lots. Car- 
nauba wax was in improving tendency, 
reflecting the effect of primary con- 
ditions. Firmer views prevailed on 
cocoa butter in bulk. The market 
for Norwegian codliver oil gained fur- 
ther strength under the influence late- 
ly noted. C. P. glycerine was upward 
in some quarters, and a sale of dyna- 
mite was reported at an advance, 
Guarana scored another material ad- 
vance, the small stocks being well con- 
centrated. There was more of a dis- 
position to realize on Haarlem oil. A 
fractional advance was occasioned in 
carbonate of magnesia, a better de- 
mand minimizing the effect of the keen 
competition that caused the break in 
prices a year and a half ago.

COCOA BUTTER.—Bulk is general- 
ly held at 25c. for prime Dutch and 
German, and 28c, for Van Houten, re- 
flecting higher cables for shipment. 
Boxes remain on the basis of 29@35c., 
as to brand and seller. Offerings at 
the next Amsterdam auction, Febru- 
ary 1, include 75 tons of Van Houten 
and 20 tons of other’ brands, Our 
London correspondent sends the fol- 
lowing details of-the recent auction 


there :— 


London, Jan. 4, 1909. 


The cocoa butter auction held to-day showed 
a price improvement on the average of the 
ast two sales, the unit working out at 11 3-16d. 
ver Ib., against 10%d, in November and 11d. 
in October. In January last year the price 
was 1s. 13-16d. per Ib. On the present occa- 
sion 250 cases (25 tons) of Cadbury's make were 
offered and sold at from 11d.@11%4d. There 
were also offered 25 cases of Brazil in bond, 
but these were bought in 

CODLIVER OIL.—The market for 
Norwegian has scored a further ad- 
vance, in sympathy with the more fa- 
vorable position abroad, and the preva- 
lence of a steady consuming demand, 
and $24@26, as to brand and seller, is 
now the ruling range. Sales were re- 
ported at the inside figure. The out- 
look is regarded for a higher level, 
as the cost to import is placed at prac- 
tically the spot basis. According to 
late reports, the fish for feeding have 
been scarce off the Norwegian coast 
and the cod livers are expected to run 
leaner than the average. The ex- 
ports of refined oil from Norway for 
1909 are reported as 39,850 barrels, 
about 60,000 hectoliters, while the 1909 
production of unrefined oil amounted 
to 50,460 hectoliters. 
GLYCERINE.—The strength of the 
Cc. P. market has been evidenced by 
the maintenance of a 20c. basis for 
bulk in several quarters, but 19%c. is 
still available. The outlook, how- 
ever, is believed to favor the preva- 
lence of the higher level by the end 
of the month. The crude situation 
abroad continues to advance, and on 
the present basis of prices spot values 
for refined are on a disparaging level. 
The consuming demand is fairly ac- 
tive, buyers showing general confi- 
dence in the market. Sales of sev- 
eral car lots of dynamite were effected 
at 19¢c., and buyers were in the market 
for further parcels at the figure. For 
a smaller quantity 19%. was _ said 
to have been paid. Our correspondent 
writes as follows on crude:— 


Paris. Jan. 7, 1910. 


The situation of our glycerine market is very 
firm, but transactions are relatively scarce by 
reason of the limited offers that are in market. 

Saponification has been treated for this year 
shipments at 186 francs per 100 kilos, and for 
1911 shipments at 161 francs. 

Lye is offered only for prompt shipment or 
so at 152 francs and also at 157 francs. 

All the above prices are made new drums 
included, payment at 90 days’ sight, cost and 
freight New York. 

GUARANA.—Expectations for a fur- 
ther advance in values, noted previous- 
ly, have been realized during the week, 
the few spot holders maintaining $3, 
at which sales were reported. 

HAARLEM OIL. — Dealers have 
shown a readier disposition to realize 
and $3 has been freely quoted during 
the week. There has been an arrival 
of 25 cases from Rotterdam, but 
whether it had satisfied the govern- 
ment’s requirements to secure admis- 
sion was not learned, 

JAPAN WAX.—Although the de- 
mand has continued light, arrivals of 


350 cases do not seem to have ex- 
ercised ‘any disturbing influence on 
the market, 94%@9%c. remaining the 
ruling range. 

MAGNESIA CARBONATE.—An ad- 
vance of %c. became operative on 
Wednesday, establishing the market 
at 3l%4c. for bags, 4c. for barrels and 
5c. for kegs. The enhancement was 
justified on the heavier demand, caus- 
ing some difficulty in meeting the re- 
quirements and minimizing the usual- 
ly keen competition. This is the first 
change in the article since the sum- 
mer of 1908, when values were lower 
from 6 to 3c., in consequence of the 
sharp selling tactics. 

MENTHOL.—The market does not 
seen to attract the same degree of 
interest, reports of an abatement of the 
primary situation having been cur- 
rent. For direct shipment of Suzuki 
8s. 9d. has been named. Spot prices 
are still on the basis of $2.75@2.85, as 
to seller, 

QUICKSILVER.—There has been lit- 
tle to distinguish the course of the 
market of late, but it apparently rules 
with the same degree of stability, 72@ 
75e. prevailing as the jobbing basis 

SANTONINE—No further change 
is to he noted, hut the primary situa- 
tion is said to be under stronger con- 
trol, and an additional strengthening 
of values would not be surprising. Our 
London correspondent cabled an ad- 
vance of 2s. 6d. in that market at 
the close. 

SODA, BENZOATE\,.—Keener ‘com- 
petition has developed with the abate- 
ment of important inquiry, and 26c. 
was reported available in consequence. 

Balsams. 


A firmer tendency has characterized 
the market for Central and South 
American copaiba during the interval, 
and while 40c. may be repeated it is 
said to be available in but one quar- 
ter, and comparatively little is in evi- 
dence at 42%c. Most holders maintain 
45c. on the basis of late sales by di- 
rect receivers. Light arrivals have 
marked the week. The jobbing de- 
mand has been of moderate volume. 

No further change has been noted in 
Canada and most holders decline to 
meet the easier basis of $5.25 for bar- 
rels and $5.35 for cans, adhering to 
$5.50@5.60. 

Peru continues at the range of $1.50@ 
1.75. 

Tolu is reported firmer at primary 
centers, but spot quotations show no 
variation, 18@20c. being current. 

Barks. 


Market conditions affecting the barks 
have shown little variation during the 
interval, and no price developments 
of consequence have been noted. Sas- 
safras, pine and cherry have continued 
in steady seasonable request, and val- 
ues are well sustained for all varieties. 
Select elm in bundles has received im- 
proved attention, and with the greater 
impression on available stocks dealers 
manifest a firm tendency. Quotations 
may be repeated at 14@l1lé6c., but the 
inside figure is less freely named. 

There is the same lack of interest in 
cascara sagrada, but the market has 
undergone no appreciable change, 7@ 
9c. still ruling, as to age, quantity and 
seller. The coast situation is reported 
steady, attempts to shade 5c., f. o. b. 
proving unavailing. 

Beans. 

The week’s developments in the va- 
nilla situation have proved of fur- 
ther bullish significance. Of probably 
most direct bearing was the outcome 
of the London auction at which a gen- 
eral advance of 6d. was realized. The 
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offerings at the sale comprised 1,200 
pounds of Seychelles of first quality 
and sound, 1,000 pounds of the same va- 
riety of prime grading but of doubtful 
keeping quality, 500 pounds of sound 
Seychelles from seconds dowr and 6(0 
pounds of excellent quality Java beans. 
Some of the cheaper lots were taken 
for American account, Advices on 
Bourbons from the French markets 
have been of almost an equally stimu- 
lating character. A vessel arriving at 
Marseilles from the producing islands 
on January 15 brought 202 cases, while 
the corresponding arrival last year 
amounted to 390 cases. Receipts of 
Bourbons in France so far this season 
are 765 cases below those for the same 
period last year, representing about a 


40 per cent. decrease. Comparatively 
little is to come forward from the pro- 
ducing islands. wt the recent receipt 
in France an cffer of 3,400 kilos of a 


head-and-tail lot was cabled to a local 
house at 37% francs per kilo, but a 
later dispatch reported the sale of part 
of the goods at an advance of about 3 
francs, and a firm and active market 
was noted. Recent rumors have been 
to the effect thatt he outlook for the 
next crop of Bourbons was optimistic, 
but late cable advices confute this 
forecast. The statement was made, 
however, that the Reunion Islands, the 
biggest source of Bourbon production, 
would probably turn out one-third more 
than the recent yield, but the latter is 
placed at fully 50 per cent. below the 
previous crop. Considerabie interest is 
still centered in the Mexican situation, 
which earlier in the season was consid- 
ered a means of checking the buoyant 
tendency of Bourbons abroad, but 
Mexican conditions now seem to be 
more in sympathy with Bourbons, and 
in some local quarters it is believed 
that the usual parity between the two 
varieties will shortly be established. 
An arrival of 65 cases of Mexicans dur- 
ing the week is said to be the last lot 
of beans of the former production of 
corsequence at primary sources, with 
the exception of one parcel, which is 
held at terms that are regarded as 
practically prohibitive at this time. 
The Guadeloupe production has also 
attracted an unusually keen interest, 
and this source of supply is finding 
steadily increasing encouragement, so 
that within a few years it promises to 
assume materially larger proportions. 
This season the yield is considerably 
below expectations, being placed at 
about 23,000 pounds, whereas nearly 
50,000 pounds were counted upon. The 
producing districts were apparently 
subjected to the same unfavorable con- 
ditions which occasioned the shortage 
in the Mexican and Bourbon crops. 
For a round quantity of the South 
American beans a fairly high bid was 
made for local account without avail, 
competition to secure the availahle 
stock being unusually lively, some of 
the leading French interests being rep- 
resented on the scene. In the local 
market dealers report generally satis- 
factory conditions. Some operations in 
Bourbons have been stimulated, as job- 
bing stocks are not up to the usual 
proportions for the increasing consum- 
ing requirements which are likely to be 
experienced in the near future. Mexi- 
can cuts are held at the firmer basis 
of $2.874%@3, and under the influence of 
the primary market for new cuts the 
higher figure is expected to prevail 


shortly. Quotations for Bourbons gen- 
erally cover a range of $3@4, as to 
quality, length and seller. 
Berries. 
Cubebs retain their firm position, par- 
ticularly for XX, for which 35c. is 
believed to be an inside figure. Or- 


dinary berries are available at 32@33c. 
There is apparently no shading of 
4%4c. for juniper, this figure being the 


hasis of regular sales. Late advices 
report the stock in Italy almost de- 
pleted. 

Prickly ash berries remain in short 
supply, and $1.25 is acceptable in a 
very limited way. some holders de- 
clining to shade $1.50. 


Essential Oils. 


A generally quiet market has pre- 
vailed during the interim and quota- 
tions show no important variation. No 









fresh developments have been noted 
concerning the question of duty on the 
containers, but the attitude so far 
manifested by the authorities has pre- 
pared dealers for the imposition of the 
thirty per cent. tax on all styles and 
descriptions of packages except the 
square tins, to which the application of 
the paragraph in question .could not 
reasonably seem to be stretched. As 
a rule, the additional rate is of no ma- 
terial consequence, but dealers are 
nene the less disposed to resist the po- 
sition of the officials. oo 

The test case on the dutiability of 
orange oil under the present law has 
not yet been reached by _ the local 
board, but it is scheduled for a hear- 
ing within the next few days. Most 
members of the trade are confident in 
the outcome of a 25 per cent. ruling, 
rather than one declaring in favor of 
the dollar rate. In the event of a 
decision confirming the latter, dealers 
will undoubtedly carry the case to a 
higher authority, and the bulk of the 
new goods already in port or in tran- 
sit will be permitted to remain in bond 
pending the result. The available 
stock of duty-free goods is well re- 
duced, and $2.25 is an inside quotation 
in most quarters. The primary mar- 
ket is reported upward on orange. 
Lemon continues generally firm, with 
limited offers at 77%c., most sellers ad- 
hering to 80@82%c. Arrivals from pri- 
mary quarters have been of freer pro- 
portions during the week of both or- 
ange and lemon, but the bulk of the 
goods will be required on contracts. 
Comparatively little interest was mani- 
fested during the week in bergamot, 
the consumption of which is believed 
to have suffered by the sharp advances 
following the disturbance in the pro- 
ducing districts toward the close of 
1908. Toward the close, however, cable 
advices were reported of a more stimu- 
lating character, and prices were up- 
ward in some quarters. The range 
was $3.75@4, as to brand and seller. 
We have the following from our cor- 
respondent in the primary market:— 

Palermo, Jan. 8, 1909. 

The market for lemon ofl continues to be in- 
fluenced by the extraordinary and intolerable 
conditions in which the increase of the ex- 
port duty on citrate of lime has put the man- 
ufacturers of this article. The increased duty 
made it impossible to export any citrate of 
lime unless it be consigned for sale to the 
Camera Agrumaria, and has thus stopped all 
commerce for this article. On the other hand, 
the Camera Agrumaria has no means to pro- 
vide for advances, even on a small scale, on 
the citrate consigned to it for sale, and the 
whole industry is therefore entirely at a dead- 
lock. 

The government has promised to take 
promptly such measures as to get this trade 
out of the present hopeless position, and such 
steps will no doubt have to be taken, the 
present state of affairs being absolutely in- 
tolerable for the whole country, but the delay 
necessarily connected with the study of the 
new provisions is row having its effects on 
the position of lemon oll. 

The pressing of same ie in fact taking place 
only on a limited scale so far and the re- 
quirements of buyers are gradually pushing up 
figures. The market is therefore very firm 
and with an upward tendency. 

Consumers abroad have so far maintained a 
waiting attitude, preferring to await the out- 


come of the present difficulties before con- 
tracting for a long time ahead, and the de- 
mand from abroad has only been a limited 


one of late and not for large contracts. How- 
ever, what little inquiry there has been, added 
to the local requirements, has been sufficient 
to keep the market lively and strong. 

Oll of orange continues to be firm at un- 
changed figures. The demand has been lack- 
ing of late. but the supply is not large and 
generally in strong hands. 

Oil of Bergamot.—Also for this article the 
pressing, so far, has not been in prepecties 
with the local requirements to fulfill previous 
blank sales. The market has been, there 
fore, very firm, and sellers could force up 
prices gradually, although consumers abroad 
are very reluctant to follow the movement. 

Quotations for pure and genuine oils of high- 
est quality follow:—Oll of lemon, 3s. 44.; oil 
of sweet orange, 6s. %d.; ofl of bitter orange, 
a 543 oll of bergamot, 36s.@88s. 1. f., 16s., 
o & . 

The above quotations show an advance of 
14d. in lemon and of 5d. in bergamot and a 
decline of 444. in sweet orange from the figures 
of the former week. 


New interest has centered in cam- 
phor oil with an arrival of a lot of 
6,300 cases from Yokehama, which was 
reported of a manufacturing grade. 
Part of the lot was said to be wanted 
for shipment to Germany. The mar- 
ket for the regular grades did not ap- 
pear to be subjected to any disturbing 
influence.

Gums, 


Late arrivals of asafoetida seem to 
have been well absorbed, and the mar- 
ket is again in light supply. Nothing 
beter than 65c. was confirmed for stand- 
and qualities on spot, but for arrival, 
subject to the goods meeting the of- 
ficial requirements, 50c. was found ac- 
ceptable. The London stock of asa- 
foetida at the close of last year 
amounted to 88 packages, against 74 
packages at the same time in 1908. 

Refined camphor commands increas- 
ing confidence, and while arrivals of for- 
eign refined have been freer, amounting 
to about 400 cases, a test of the market 
disclosed that full prices were being 
maintained, 45@48c., as to style of 
package and quantity. For Japan re- 
fined 1s. 7%d. for slabs and 1s. 8%d. 
for ounces were named for primary 
shipment, bringing the cost above the 
spot parity. Hamburg was reported 
higher by 1d. for refined. A leading 
London operator was said to be at- 
tempting a corner of all the available 
stocks of crude and refined, anticipat- 
ing the advance in crude, which has 
been mentioned for March by the Japan 
monopoly. The amount of refined cam- 
phor in bond .here at the close of last 
vear was 31,748 pounds, valued at $13,- 
347, against 3,725 pounds ($1,551) on the 
corresponding day of 1908. 

Receipts of chicle have been of larger 
proportions during the week. amount- 


Ting to 1,827 packages, but of this quan- 


tity 1,409 packages were for export. 
The stock in bond here on December 
31, 1909, reached 265.784 pounds, valued 
at $76.997, against 361,602 pounds ($102,- 
085) on the corresponding day of 1908. 
Spot prices are maintained at 46@50c., 
as to grade and auantity. 

First Aleppo tragacanths have been 
reported upward abroad, but no change 
was occasioned in spot values, 76@77c.

Damiana is held at 45@50c., with 
little prospect for any early relief from 
the stringency which has established 
values at this level. 

Quotations for digitalis are sustained 
at 32@40c., the question of quality oc- 
casioning the wide range of figures. 

There was an unusual demand for 
grindelia robusta, which has been slow 
of sale for a considerable period, and 
with the realization of 54%c, most hold- 
ers declared for 6@7c. 

Uva ursi is still available at 3%c., 
but the cheaper offerings are being 
taken more freely and the tendency 
abroad is reported upward. 

Roots. 

The market for Cartagena has com- 
manded more favorable attention with 
the absorption of recent arrivals and 
the prevalence of a good consuming 
demand. In one quarter $1.02% was 
named, but $1.05@1.10 was the general 
range, and sales were reported at the 
inside figure. Rio is partially out of 
the market. For arrival within three 
or four weeks $1.85 was quoted. 

Jalap is again easier, 30c. being 
available. New crop arrivals on a 
backward demand have tended to dis- 
turb the market. 

There have been firmer expressions 
on golden seal in some local quarters, 
reflecting the primary situation, but 
$2@2.10 remains in effect on spot. 

Quotations for blueflag have been 
upward, inquiries for round lots em- 
phasizing the effect of a firmer tend- 
ency at primary sources. On spot 15 
@l6c. was generally quoted. 

Sales of choice cut althea have been 
reported at 20c., but some lots not up 
to this standard are obtainable at 19c. 

Burdock is still available at 5%c., 
but the quotation is not so freely 
named in view of the upward course of 
the primary market. 

There is an easier tendency to kava 
kava, small offerings being in evi- 
dence at 60c. 

Senega is slow, but the well main- 
tained course of country values exerts 
a steadying influence on the _ spot 


market, 
Seeds. 


No fresh developments regarding the 
tariff question have been traced among 
the seeds. The decision imposing a 
10c, rate on celery will, it is stated, be 
contested, but in the mean time deal- 
ers, as a rule, will protect themselves 
on the additional charge. Nearly all 
of the duty-free goods are believed to 
have been cleared from the market. 
The cost to import, including the duty, 
is placed at 17%c., but 17c., we are ad- 
vised, can still be done to a limited ex- 
tent on spot. 

There have been heavier arrivals of 
canary, principally of the South Amer- 
ican variety, one vessel bringing 1,606 
bags. The market is in easier tend- 
ency under this influence and a lack 
of demand, the nominal range for 
South American being 254@3c. 

According to late advices, the cost to 
import larkspur would amount to 36c. 
and there was a disposition to main- 
tain correspondingly firmer views on 
spot. Some comparatively cheap lots 
were still in evidence at 32@33c, 

Quotations for quince seed cover a 
range of $1@1.25, but doubt has been 
expressed as to the quality of the 
cheaper goods. On a test $1.10 was 
paid for a desirable grade. 


Shellac. 


The course of the market has been 
rather uneventful during the interim, 
and nothing of favorable significance 
can be noted. Calcutta advices indi- 
cated the same lack of stability, but 
the variations over the week were of 
no material consequence. For April- 
May shipment of T. N. 14c. was the 
ruling figure at the close. London was 
on an unaltered basis for spot T. N. 
at 68s., but March futures were a shade 
firmer at 7ls. The local market has 
been subjected to more or less of a dis- 
turbance in the pressure of outside 
competition, some of the speculators 
apparently finding no incentive in car- 
rying their holdings for a later period 
which might show a more advan- 
tageous outlet. Dealers still decline to 
eonsider any of the outside offers. The 
greatest test of the market with ref- 
erence to the heavy speculative stock 
will probablv be experienced after Feb- 
ruary. when the greatest holdings will 
have been received. The character of 
the crop news will undoubtedly have a 
marked bearing on the extent of the 
selling pressure at that time.’ Some 
estimates place the extent of the stock 
in storage in this country in excess of 
50,000 cases. The London market is un- 
der a similar burden, the stock there 
at the end of the year reaching 56,247 
cases, against 48,121 im 1908, 24,917 in 
1907, and 12,449 in 1906. Shipments from 
Calcutta during the first half of Janu- 
ary were 12,300 cwt. to this country, 
4,200 cwt. to the United Kingdom and 
4,100 cwt. to the Continent, a total of 
20,600 cwt., against 14,700 cwt. for the 
same period in 1909, distributed as fol- 
lows:—United States, 5,900 ewt.; Unitea 
Kingdom, 2,800 cwt.; Continent, 6,000 
ewt. The Foreric has arrived with 820 
packages.

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Reports continue cheerful from many 
points of industry and there is a gen- 
eral desire to take a hopeful view of 
the business situation. The recent 
heavy snow fall both here and in the 
West has delayed shipments to some 
extent, thereby causing inconvenience 
and retarding industrial activity. The 
current state of business in many sec- 
tions is quiet and devoid of particular 
feature. [Expressions from those close 
to the pulse of general trade are more 
conservative than formerly. It is con- 
tended that the recovery in business 
after the panic was quite as fast as 
could safely be expected and that a 
temporary lull in trade would result 
beneficially. The recent declines in the 
values of many staple commodities 
have been looked upon with favor by 
the consuming world and have tended 
to restore the markets to a natural 
supply and demand basis. Probably 
the break in cotton will influence a 
legitimate demand from spinners, and 
this in turn will assist various other 
manufacturing industries which have 
constantly been held back. Money 
rates have eased off under the heavy 
liquidation in stocks, cotton and wheat 
and probably a number of speculative 
leans will be paid off. This should as- 
sure an easy money rate in the future. 
Labor conditions have remained uncer- 
tain and it will probably be some weeks 
before the entire situation is satisfac- 
torily settled. 

The market for time money is quoted 
at 44%@4% per cent. for ninety days 
and 44%@4% per cent. for six months. 
Call money on the Stock Exchange has 
ranged from 24%@4 per cent., Friday’s 
closing being 3% per cent. The higher 
grades of mercantile paper are held 
at 4%@5 per cent. for choice four and 
six months’ single names, 54%@6 per 
cent. for others. Bar silver closed Fri- 
day at 52%c. Mexican dollars were 
44@48c. In sterling exchange the rates 
for actual business were $4,8625@4.8630 
demand, $4.8665@4.8675 cables, and com- 
mercial bills $4.82144@4.83%. 

The trend of the securities market has 
been toward a lower level and the 
movement of values has been acceler- 
ated by the sensational collapse of a 
pool which held considerable railroad 
stock. Bearish pressure and liquida- 
tion have both been heavy at intervals 
and there was no distinction between 
either class of stocks. The failures of 
several large houses also had a de- 
pressing influence and created a very 
uncertain feeling. 

It is stated that a majority of the 
stock of the Sen-Sen Chiclet Company 
has been bought by the American 
Chicle Company, which now controls 
about 85 per cent. of the country’s 
chewing gum output. The stock is said 
to have been acquired at about 77%, as 
against private sales made in the fall 
at about 135 and a present market quo- 
tation of 120 to 125. At the annual stock- 
holders’ meeting last Thursday E. R. 
Fanshawe was elected to the board to 
fill the vacancy created by the death 
of James Nicholl. It was announced 
that the company, after paying all div- 
idends, has a surplus of $270,000 for the 
fiscal year. Regular dividends amount- 
ing to an annual distribution of 18 per 
cent. on the common and 6 per cent, on 
the preferred were declared. 

Time for the deposit of the National 
Starch 5 per cent. debenture bonds and 
the National Starch Manufacturing 6 
per cent. first mortgage bonds with 
Speyer & Co. expired last Thursday. 
It is likely that the time will be again 
extended, as was done on January 3, 
when only 2,097 of the 3,544 debentures 
and 118 of the 512 outstanding first 
mortgage bonds not held by the Corn 
Products .Refining Company has been 
deposited. At present about 3,000 of 
the debentures and 200 of the first 
mortgage bonds are in. 

An official statement has been issued 
by the Diamond Match Company es- 
timating the profits of the company for 
the vear ended December 31. 1909. Al- 
lowing for a _ dividend disbursement 
equal to the present rate of 8 per cent. 
on the $16,000,600 capital stock, the in- 
come account will compare with pre-

PEANUT OIL.—The market is gen- 
erally a trifle easier, although some 
importers are still holding to previous 
quotations. Arrivals of fairly large 
proportions were noted during the 
week, but were for direct consuming 
account. Spot stocks are light, and 
are held at about 6%c, For prompt 
shipments from abroad 6%@6%c. is 
asked, according to seller. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Refined is higher 
to the level of 63c. as an inside price, 
but while burning and blown are un- 
changed they are firm with an up- 
ward tendency. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—This product has 
not apparently assumed a very stable 
tone as yet, for prices vary greatly, ac- 
cording to importer. For spot material 
prices range from 6.80@7%%c., according 
to seller. For shipment English press- 
ed oil is available at 6.60@6%c. Asiatic 
pressed oil is held at a much lower 
figure; for shipment, barrels are quoted 
at 6%c.; spot in barrels at 6.80@7c. 
Oil in cans is obtainable as low as 
6c. for shipment and 6%c. for spot. 
The Asiatic oil is more cloudy than 
the English yressed oi] and probably 
contains slightly more waste matter., 
but the lower prices are attracting at- 
tention. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

COD OIL.—There is still a seller of 
Newfoundland cod oil at 40c., although 
practically every other house is asking 
42c. as an inside price. Domestic is 
unchanged at 38@40c. Business is 
rather light, but the market is firm 
and supplies are light. 

LARD OIL.—Nothing of new interest 
developed in the market during the 
week, and there is but little material 
obtainable at any figure. Production 
continues light and no relief appears 
to be in sight. Substitute oils are all 
firm and in very scanty supply. 

MENHADEN OIL.—There is still one 
holder of 500 barrels of Southern crude 
oil who is asking 30%c. f. 0. b. Balti- 
more. Pressed oils are all firm and 
38c. for light and brown strained is the 
best price obtainable for any quan- 
tity. The bleached oils are firm and 
rather scarce. 

SPERM AND WHALE OIL.—Sperm 
oil prices show advances of from 2 to 
5e. per gallon. Supplies are light and no 
arrivals are due at New Bedford until 
March or April. Whale oil shows an 
advance of six cents per gallon for 
all grades. Supplies are light and the 
demand for both of the oils far ex- 
ceeds the offerings. Holders are in 
most cases supplying their regular cus- 
tomers only. 

WHALEBONE.—The export from 
this port for the week were as fol- 
lows:—713 pounds, $600, Caroline, for 
Havre; 3,792 pounds, $5,694, La Savoie, 
Havre, and 1,450 pounds, $980, Graf 
Waldersee, Hamburg. An arrival of

late in the month with 11,000 packages. 
During the next thirty days arrivals 
here will, it is estimated, aggregate 
24,000 packages, or more than double 
the average monthly consumption.

Jobbing transactions have consti- 
tuted the principal movement during 
the week.

Something suggestive of 
speculative interest was occasioned in 
gingers, the growing deficit in the 
visible supply for the current year 
inducing confidence in a well main- 
tained market for the period.

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Proposed New York Pharmacy Law. 

On Monday last there was introduced 
in the Senate at Albany by Mr. Hill, of 
Buftalo, the draft of an act to amend the 
public health law relative to the practice of 
pharmacy, being the expression of the sev- 
eral conferences held by the Legislative 
Committee of the New York State Assocl- 
ation. This new bill provides for a board 
ot pharmacy of nine members, to be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Regents of the 
University of tne State of New ork 
from among duly qualified registered 
pharmacists of the State. The provisions 
of the bill which are of direct interest to 
the wholesale trade are those relating to 
audulterating, misbranding, substituting 
and guaranties. These read as follows:— 

“A drug is adulterated if, when seld under 
vw by a name recognized in the Pharmac 
uweia or Formulary the strength, quality or 
purity or percentage of the alkaloid or alka- 
wids or other potent ingredient or ingredients 
falls below the standard determined by the 
test or formula given, 

“When sold under or by a name hot recog- 
nized in or according to a formula not given 
in the Pharmacope@wia or Formulary that is 
tound in some other standard work on phar- 
macology recognized by the board, it differs 
in strength, quality or purity from the 
strength, quality or purity required, or the 
formula prescribed in the ,standard work: 
Provided, however, that all drugs sold by 
wholesalers shall be in accordance with the 
provisions of the national food and drug act 
of June 30, 1906, and any amendments thereof. 

“When sold as a homeopathic drug it differs 
trom the strength, quality vr purity established 
by the test or formula given in the latest edi- 
tion of the Homeopathic Pharmacopeia of the 
United States or the American Homeopathic 
rharmacopeia, 

“Its strength, quality or purity falls be- 
low the professed standard of strength, qual- 
ity or purity under which it is sold. 

“It contains methyl or wood alcohol when 
intended for use as a medicine. 

“Misbranding:—A drug is misbranded if 
the package bears any statement, design or 
device that is false or misleading in any 
particular regarding its contents, regarding 
the State, territory or county in which it is 
manufactured or produced, 

“It is an imitation or is offered for sale 
under the name of another substance. 

“The original contents of the package have 
been removed in whole or in part and other 
contents added. 

“The package fails to bear a statement of 
the percentage contained therein by volume 
ot alechol and by quantity or proportion of 
morphine, opium, heroin, chloroform, can- 
nabis indica, chloral, hydrate, acetanilide or 
any derivative or preparation of any of these 
substances. 

“The package containing a 
drug fails to state that fact, 

“These statements shall be made in type 
easily read, conspicuously displayed and de- 
scribed by their common or English names. 
Alcohol used as a solvent, preservative or 
for any other purpose is contained in the 
drug within the meaning of this article. 
Nothing in this paragraph applies to the 
compounding and dispensing of drugs and 
medicines on the written prescription of a 
physician, dentist or veterinarian, which pre- 
scription shall be kept on file by the phar- 
macist or druggist. Nor does it apply te 
unadulterated drugs recognized in the Phar- 
macopoeia and the formulary and the home- 
opathic Pharmacopoeia sold under the names 
by which they are recognized therein, and 
not sold under a proprietary name, trade 
name or trade-mark. All adulterated, mis- 
branded or substituted drugs are forfeited to 
the board for destruction. 

“It is unlawful for any person to sell, fur- 
nish or dispose of alkaloid cocaine or its 
saits, or alpha or beta eucaine or their salts, 
ov any admixture of cocaine or eucaine or 
any synthetic substitute for same, except on 
the written prescription of a physician. The 
prescription shall be retained by the dis- 
penser; shall be filled but once, and shall 
not be copied by any person. Alkaloid co- 
caine or its salts and alpha or beta eucaine 
or their salts, may be sold lawfully at whole- 
sale on the written order of a pharmacist, or 
druggist, or physician, or dentist or veterina- 
rian in accord with the provisions of this 
paragraph. The wholesale dealer shal] af- 
fix, or cause to be affixed, to the bottle, box, 
vessel or package containing the article sold 
and upon the outside wrapper of the package 
as originally put up, a label distinctly dis- 
playing the name and qualéty of cocaine or 
its salts, alpha or beta eucaine or their salts 
or any synthetic substitute for same sold 
and the word ‘poison,’ with the name and 
place of business of the seller all printed in 
red ink. The wholesale dealer shall before 
delivering any of the articles make or cause 
to be made, in a book kept for the purpose, 
an entry of this sale, stating the date, the 
quantity, the name and form sold, name and 
address of the purchaser, the name of the 
person making the entry. The cocaine-eucaine 
register shall always be open for inspection 
by the proper authorities and shall be pre- 
served for at least five years after the date 
of the last entry. Any manufacturer may 
sell to any other manufacturer of the same 
article or to a wholesale dealer any drugs, 
and a wholesale dealer in drugs may sell to 
a manufacturer of the same article or to an- 
other wholesale dealer in drugs alkaloid co- 
eaine or its salts or alpha or beta eucaine or 
their salts, or any mixture of cocaine or 
eucaine, or any synthetic substitute for same 
in the original package, labeled as herein 
provided, and securely sealed. Each manu- 
facturer and each wholesale dealer in drugs 
shall, before the delivery or at the time of 
the receipt, as the case may be, of any such 
drug, enter or cause to be entered in a book 
to be kept by them for that purpose, a rec-» 
ord of the purchase and sale of such drug, 
stating the date of purchase and the name 
and address of the person from whom pur- 
chased, the date of sale and the name and 
address of the person to whom sold: the 
quantity, name and form tn which sold and 
a description of the package or container in 
which sold and how sealed, with the entry 
of a statement that such drug was sold or 
purchased, as the case may be, tn the orig- 
inal package; that the salts [?] were undam- 
aged and unbroken and the labels were at- 
tached as provided and were not in any 
manner defaced or damaged, which state- 
ment shall be signed by the person selling 
such drug and the person purchasing such 
drug, in the books herein required to be kept 


homeopathic 
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by them, respectively. The violation of the 
portion of this section applying to the sale 
of cocaine or eucaine is a felony punishable 
by imprisonment of not more than a year 
or a fine of not more than one thousand dol- 
lars, or both. 

“This article shall not apply to the practice 
x a physician that is not the proprietor of a 
pharmacy, drug store or store, or that is not 
in the employ of such a_ proprietor It shall 
not prevent physicians trom supplying their 
patients with such articles as the physician 
deems proper. Except as to the labeling of 
poison and to adulterating, misbranding and 
substituting, it shall not apply to the sale of 
drugs, medicines, chemicals, prescriptions or 
poisons at wholesale when not for the use or 
consumption of the purchaser. 

“To the sale of paris green, white hellebore 
and other poisons for destroying insects, 

“To the sale of any substance for use in the 
arts. 

“To the manufacture and sale of proprietary 
medicines, ’ 

“To the sale by merchants of the articles in 
schedule C and of spirit of camphor, spirit of 
niter, tincture of arnica when sold in original 
packages bearing the name of a pharmacist. 

“A person accused of violation of any of the 
provisions of this article relating to adultera- 
ting, misbranding or substitution shall not be 
prosecuted or convicted or suffer any of the 
penalties, fines or forfeitures for such viola- 
tion if he establishes upon the hearing or trial 
that the drug or drugs alleged to be adulter- 
ated, misbranded or substituted were purchased 
by him under a guaranty of the manufacturer 
or seller to the effect that said drug or drugs 
were not adulterated or misbranded within the 
meaning of this article and proves that he has 
not adulterated, misbranded or substituted the 
same, A guaranty in order to be a defense 
to a prosecution or to prevent conviction or 
to afford protection, must state that the drug 
or drugs to which it refers are not adulterated, 
misbranded or substituted within the meaning 
of the provisions of the statute of New York 
State and must state also the full name, resi 
dence and place of business of the manufac- 
turer, wholesaler, jobber or other person from 
whom the drug or drugs were purchased. In 
construing and enforcing the provisions of this 
article the word ‘person’ shall import both the 
plural and singular and shall include corpora- 
tions, companies, partnerships, societies and 
associations, and the act, omission or failure 
of any officer, agent or other person acting 
for or employed by a corporation or association 
within the scope of his authority or employ- 
ment shall in every case be deemed to be the 
act. omission or failure of the corporation or 
association as well as that of the officer, agent 
or other person; and that in case of violation 
of the provisions of this article by a partner- 
ship, association or corporation, every member 
of the partnership or association and the di- 
rectors and general officers of the corporation 
and the general manager of the partnership. 
association or corporation, shall be individually 
liable, and any action, prosecution or proceed- 
ing authorized by this article may be brought 
against any or all of such persons. When any 
prosecution under this article or under section 
1,142, section 80, section 81, section 82, section 
1,742, section 1,748, section 1,745, section 1,746, 
section 1,747, section 1,748, section 1,749 and 
section 1,760 of the penal law and any amend- 
ment thereto is made on the complaint of the 
board, any fines collected shall be paid into the 
State Treasury as provided by this article.’’

Canadian Petroleum Notes. 
Toronto, Can., Jan. 21, 1910. 

What is believed to be a valuable and ex- 
tensive deposit of oil sand has been discov- 
read at Clayburn, forty miles east of Van- 
couver, B, C. The sand lies only six or eight 
feet below the surface soil, which, as usual in 
that part of the ccuntry, is a black loam. An 
ittempt to dig deeper than a foot or two 
into the sand was frustrated by the oil filling 


in the hole more quickly than it could be dug 


ut. Several tests were made by H. Car- 
michael, the provincial government assayer, 
with very satisfactory results. The sand is in 
a hard-caked mass, smelling strongly of oil 
and leaving a greasy mark when cut with a 
knife. Steps are underway to develop this en- 
suraging showing. A producing oil field with- 


in such easy reach of the leading towns and 
markets of the province would add an asset of 
highest value to the province’s mineral wealth. 
Oil companies located in Alberta announce 
that in order to meet the requirements of 
farmers who will this coming season operate 
gasoline plows it will be necessary to estab- 
lish storage tanks at various points east of 
Calgary. At present officials in Winnipeg are 
considering plans for the erection of a 10,000- 
gallon storage tank at Strathmore. The gaso- 
line tractor has come in great favor in the 
Bow Valley, and dealers throughout the dis- 
trict found it extremely difficult last season 
to keep a sufficient supply of gasoline to meet 
the requirements of various plowing outfits.

In Aid of the Burleson Oleomar- 
garine Bill. 


PRESIDENT OF THE GEORGIA COTTON- 
SEED CRUSHERS’ ASSOCIATION AP- 
PEALS TO TRADE ORGANIZATIONS 
TO PASS RESOLUTIONS FAVOR- 

ING THE NEW MEASURE. 

To second the efforts of the Interstate 
Cottonseed Crushers’ Association in its 
fight to secure equitable legislation for 
the oleomargarine industry, Fielding 
Wallace, president of the Cottonseed 
Crushers’ Association of Georgia, has sent 
out the following appeal for organized 
help to the various chambers of com- 
merce and boards of trade in Georgia. 
He requests them to pass appropriate 
resolutions favoring the new oleomar- 
gurine bill to be presented to the House 
this session by Representative Burleson, 
of Texas. It is proposed to send copies 
of these resolutions to J. J. Culberton, of 
Paris, Texas, chairman of the Legislative 
Committee of the Interstate Cottonseed 
Crushers’ Association, who will in turn 

forward them to Mr. Burleson. 

Mr. Wailace’s letter reads:— 

“IT want to bring to the attention of your 
honored body for your favorable consideration 
a matter that is causing great concern among 
those interested in the cottonseed oil industry, 
one of the largest and most important indus- 
tries in the South. 

‘“‘In order that you may more fully under- 
stand and appreciate the significance of the 
matter upon which you are asked to pass, it 
will be necessary to go back a few years and 
give you a brief history of the facts and con- 
ditions bearing upon the present tax on oleo- 
‘sarine, the question involved: 

“In 1901, through the strenuous efforts of 
the National Dairy Union and by the expendi- 
ture of immense sums of money, said to have 
approximated $250,000, the Grout law was en 
acted, taxing colored oleomargarine 10c. per 
pound. Oleomargarine having for its constitu- 
ents oleo fat from the beef, cottonseed oil and 
creamery butter, was being sold on the mar- 
ket at from 1d5c. to 18c, per pound, and was in 








good demand as against dairy butter at 25c 
to 30c. per pound. It filled the want of a large 
class of people who were unable to supply 
their families with the higher price butter. 


There was no complaint on the part of the 
butter trust that oleomargarine was unwhole- 
some, but on the contrary evidence before tha 
Agricultural Committees of Congress, sub- 
mitted by the government and various State 
chemists of Congress, unequivocally pronounced 
oleomargarine a pure and wholesome substir 
tute for butter, a healthful article of food, 
equally as digestible as butter. 

“Tt appears that the manufacture 
margarine were using the same harmless col-

and could undersell them, placing their product 
within the reach of the humblest laborer of 
this country, the result being that, by a feat 
f the most unparalleled class legislation, ut 
terly subversive of our theory of government,

oleomargarine tax Was passed as a revenue 
measure. It reduced the vovernment income by 
more than two and three-quarter million dol 
lars annually, and its practical, immediate et 
fect was to reduce the output of oleomargarine 





by 78,000,000 pounds per year, or the equiva 
lent of 1,300,000 tubs o butter at 60 pound 
per tub 

“Since 1904 there has been a slow but steady 
increase in the production of oleomargarine 
until the fiscal year 1909, which has reached a 
total of 92,000,000 pounds, or still 34,000,000 


less than in 1902 Despite the handicap that 
it must carry of either being uncolored or, if 
colored, must include a tax of 10 cents, its 
sales have been almost doubled in five years, 
and this fact in itself should prove the merit 
of the article. 

“The government is being annually deprived 
of more than $2,000,000 revenue, which it col- 
lected under the former law, imposing a tax 
of 2c. per pound on colored oleomargarine. This 
fact has evidently been realized by Secretary of 
the Treasury MacVeagh, for he has sent a 
recommendation to the Finance Committee of 
the United States Senate, suggesting a reduc- 
tion in the internal revenue tax on the manu- 
tacture of oleomargarine, when colored, from 
ten cents per pound to two cents per pound 
Should the reduction as suggested be enacted 
into a law it would not only mean much to 
the oil mill industry of the South, but in ad- 
dition will be a boon of inestimable benefit to 
the laboring class of our whole country 1 
might also add that the benefits to be derived 
by the oil mills through the increased con 
sumption of oil and the consequent higher 
prices realized will in turn be reflected in the 
higher price paid for cottonseed. It is, there 
fore, to be realized that the farmers and mer 
chants of the South, while indirectly, are also 
vitally interested in the proposed reduction of 
this very unjust tax. 

“IT also wish to state that the action was re 
cently taken by the dairy interests and butter 
manufacturers at Philadelphia, whereby they 
now propose the introduction of a bill in Con 
gress to prohibit the manufacture and sale 
of colored oleomargarine, even though the re 
sult may be accomplished without artificial 
coloring. ‘This bill is to have the hearty sup- 
part of all the dairying States. But we of 
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the South are not commercial butter makers. 
On the contrary, we are larger buyers of but- 
ter, or its substitute, oleomargarine, and claim 
the privilege of using this substitute, not alone 
because it is cheaper, but because we regard 
it as safer from the point of purity and 
healthfulness. 

“TI, therefore, wish to submit for your con- 
sideration the above facts, trusting that you 
will take such action by resolution, or other- 
wise, as will convey to the authorities at 
Washington your condemnation of the present 
oleomargarine law. 

“You will find enclosed copy of resolution 
recently adopted by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Augusta, The adoption of a similar 
resolution by your board will be much appre- 
ciated. 

“If this is done, would thank you to send 
me copy promptly, so that it may be for- 
warded to Congressman Burleson, of Texas, 
along with other resolutions that will be 
adopted.”’

The past week has proved an un- 


eventful one as far as important fea- 
tures or price changes in chemicals are 


concerned. This condition is jargely 
due to inventory work, which is now 
under way and will likely continue 


until well after the turn of the month. 
Withdrawals on existing contracts are 
described as steady, and no serious ac- 
cumulations have materialized in first 
hands. Recent importations have been 
free in many lines, but a goodly por- 
tion of all new goods have been needed 
on old contracts, and consequently the 
market has not suffered under surplus 
offerings. The bleach situation has re- 
mained steady under an active con-~ 
suming demand, and the market is 
still in comparatively light supply. 
Oxalic acid has attracted no unusual 
attention, prices of spot and shipments 
are on a parity and consumers show 


little inclination to extend ‘commit- 
ments beyond the limits of current 
wants. Blue vitriol is firm on spot 


with some makers asking higher prices. 
Acetate of lime is firm with a tendency 
to advance. White arsenic is nominally 
unchanged in a quiet trading market. 
Chloride of borium is obtainable at 
$34.75 in some quarters, although cer- 
tain holders are asking as high as $36. 


Soda ash is moving freely under an 
active consuming demand, and the 
market reflects a very firm tone. A 


detailed report of the principal items 
of chemical interest is indicated be- 
low, also a summary of the London, 
Liverpool and Antwerp chemical mar- 


kets. 
Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—A fair 
aggregate of small sales is noted in 
addition to regular contracts and both 
home and foreign consumers have been 
represented. Withdrawals against 
specifications are reported steady, and 
the market remains firm at the pre- 
vious trading level. Makers quote lc. 
for bulk, 1.10c. for kegs f. 0. b. works, 
and an advance of .20c. all around for 
goods delivered in this section, less 
usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Heavy im- 
portations from Liverpool and Ant- 
werp have had no perceptible influence 
on local prices. The consuming de- 
mand is active and the distribution is 
fully sufficient to prevent accumula- 
tions in first hands. There is a con- 
tinued absence of offerings of round 
lots for immediate shipment. Spot 
goods were offered at the close at 1.30c. 
Car lots of standard makes for ship- 
ment are held at 1.20c. and 1.25c., ac- 
cording to brand and seller. 

CAUSTIC SODA. — Manufacturing 
consumers continue to draw freely on 
outstanding contracts and aside from 
this movement a fairly active demand 
is noted for home and export use. /The 
market is uniformally steady at old 
quotations. Makers quote 1.75@1.80c. 
on the basis of 60 per cent. for 70@74 
per cent. and 60 per cent. at 1.85@2c. 
Car lots are available from 1.72%c. to 
1.824%c., according to test. Powdered is 
quoted at 2%@8c., as to test, quality 
and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—Shipments to the 
glass, textile and color industries in- 
volve steady proportions, and the mar- 
ket is kept in limited* supply. Prices 
are firm. but quotably unchanged. 
Makers ask .40@42c., according to quan- 
tity, seller and terms of sale, 

SAL SODA.—The week’s movement 
has been confined largely to regular 
contracts and the large consumers 
have received their supplies principally 
through these channels. Additional 
sales, involving small quantities, have 
been reported.for home and out of 
town requirements, and values have 
been fully sustained at previous trad- 
ing levels. Makers quote .60c. and up 
f. o. b. for barrels, less the usual dis- 
count terms. Spot lots of concentrated 
are available on the basis of 1%c. and 
up, according to quantity, seller and 
terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—The interval has been 
productive of nothing new in condi- 
tions governing this item. Sales are 
said to be of steady proportions and 
the contract movement is_ reported 
heavy to every important branch of 
consuming industry. Light 58 per 
cent, in bags is quoted at 77c. in car 
lots, and less than car lots up to 92%4c. 
on the basis of 48 per cent. Barrels are 
held at 82%4c.@$1, as to quantity. 


Acids. 


ACETIC.—The situation is believed to 
warrant more favorable consideration 
in view of the firm position of acetate 
of lime. The demand, however, does 
not suggest any unusual buying inter- 
est, and sales for the week have been 
confined largely within the limits of 
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current requirements. Quotations for 
28 degrees in barrels extend from 
2,53%c, to 2.68%c. The inside figure is 
for car lots. 

MURIATIC.—Market conditions af- 
fecting this item present little of new 
interest. Moderate sales for home and 
export use are noted, but no transac- 
tions of magnitude have been reported, 
and round lots have remained dull and 
more or less neglected. Spot goods are 
held at 1.15c. and up for 18 degrees, 
according to quantity and seller. 


NITRIC.—The strengthening course 
of the market for crude material has 
tended to increase buying interest in 


this acid, and sales, while individually 
small, have been fair in the aggregate. 
The tone of the market is firm. Spot 
goods are held at 3%@4'%c. for 36 de- 
grees, depending on seller and quan- 
tity. 

OXALIC.—Dealers report moderate 
sales at full prices, but consumers have 
manifested a lack of interest in large 
quantities. The fact that prices of spot 
goods and futures are at a parity has 
lessened interest in forward shipments, 


and many of the laundry’ supply 
houses as well as the textile plants 
are satisfied to buy from hand to 
mouth. Spot commands from 7\ec. to 


7%c., the inside figure being for round 
lots. 

SULPHURIC.—The demands of the 
large consumers are being satisfied 
through regular contract shipments, 
and current distribution is said to be 
of heavy proportions. Recent inquiries 


from the West Indies, South America 
and Mexico have resulted in new or- 
ders, and a fair volume of goods is 
moving for export account. Dealers 
ask $1 for 66 degrees and 90c. for 60 
degrees. 

TARTARIC—tTrading has displayed 


no unusual activity during the week 
and the market has assumed a rather 
quiet attitude. The large consumers 
appear to be covered with standing 
contracts and it is said that new busi- 
ness seldom exceeds the timits of cur- 
rent requirements. Dealers quote 24%@ 
25e. for crystals and 24%@25\4c. for 
powdered, according to quantity, seller 
and terms of sale. Cream of tartar is 
held on the basis of 2114%4@22c. for crys- 
tals and 22@22\%c, for powdered, as to 
quantity, seller and terms of sale. 
Kegs of both varieties are held at %c. 
higher. 
Miscellaneous. 

ACETATE OF LIME.—A firm tone 
has characterized trading in this mar- 
ket. The consuming demand for home 
and export use shows a tendency to 
expand, and trade expressions are bull- 
ish regarding the future course of 
prices. Prevailing quotations for gray 
extend from 2 to 2.05c., according to 
quantity. 

ALUM.—The movement for manufac- 
turing purposes is said to involve the 
usual proportions incident to this sea- 
son of the year, and makers appear sat- 
isfied with the present trade outlook. 
The market is firm but quotably un- 
changed. Spot goods command 1.75@ 
2c, for lump, 1.85@2c, for ground, 3@4c. 
for powdered, as to quantity, seller and 
terms of sale. 

AQUA AMMONTA.—Sales for prompt 
and future requirements are being 
made at full prices, but transactions 
have not involved many round lots. 
The paint, drug and artificial ice in- 
dustries are receiving most of their 
supplies through old contract channels 
and are not actively interested in mar- 
ket affairs. Holders ask 4%c. for 
drums and 5%c. for carboys in car lots 
for 26 degrees. Small quantities com- 
mand the usual premium. 

ARSENIC.—Trade conditions have 
undergone no material change since our 
last report. The consuming demand is 
moderate and confined mostly within 
the limits of current requirements. It 
is stated that local supplies are not ex- 
cessive, but sufficient to cover current 
wants. Small lots command 2%c. on 
spot, but this price could be shaded on 
a firm bid for a round quantity, 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The market has 
retained its firm position and some 
dealers express higher views for spot 
offerings. The demand is reported ac- 
tive for home and export use, and the 
current movement is described as sat- 
isfactory. Goods on spot command 
from 4.10c. to 4%c., according to brand 
and quantity. 

BRIMSTONE.—Governing conditions 
of this item have presented no mate- 
rial change during the interval. Ship- 
ments to the paper, powder, rubber and 
other large consuming industries are 
of steady proportions, and it is stated 
that supplies at distributing points are 
kept well within bounds.

30.000 wells have been drilled in 
oil and gas and there remains 
enough room for equal that many more. The 
older sections of the field still have thousands 
of undrilled locations that would pay to drill, 
were it not for the scarcity of natural gas 
for fuel purposes in pumping the wells and 
drilling new ones. Prospects are more favor- 
able and getting more so each day for this old 
territory to be operated over again. The 
many large gas pump stations that for years 
have heen drawing the gas from the many gas 

wells in the State have been dismantled to a 
great extent, and this has given some hopes 
for the future development, 

The conditions of the Indiana gas field at 
the present time is better than for ten years 
back. There is less complaint from the users 
of natural gas In some sections of the field 
where the pressure had declined to 40 pounds, 
it has gradually gained since the _ suction 
pumps have been taken out and the big pump- 
ing stations dismantled, until the pressure has 
reached a point of from 120 to 180 pounds. 
When the pumping stations are not in use, the 
gas pressure cifers a certain amount of re- 
sistance to the water and will protect the gas 
bearing rock to quite an extent. 

From a careful study of the older Indiana 
petroleum field, the opinion that nearly, if not 
quite, as much money is being spert in the 
field each year as is taken out of it. Some 
men who understand fully the details of oil 
production, and handling salt water, and are 
following the business of producing as a vo- 
cation, are making money in large amounts, 
but many who enter the field for purely specu- 
lative purposes are losing it. The principal 
reason for this is, that there is no certainty 
of striking oil at any one place, even on the 
best proven territory. But little reliance can 
be put in the size or shape of any so-called 
‘*nool’’ in Indiana, as, on account of the deep 
drift covering the surface, the anticlinal and 
the synclines of the Niagara and Trenton rock 
can be determined only by the drill. All wells 
are, therefore, risky investments. In the 
words of a leading operators, ‘‘Each new well 
drilled is practically a wildcat experiment— 
a lottery, where you pay $1,200 to $2,500 a 
chance, and sometimes draw a big prize, 
sometimes a fair one, and often a blank.’’ 
As the spirit of speculation is ever rife among 
the American people, individuals are plentiful 
who are willing to accept the chances at the 
prices given, and so each year sees many wild- 
eat wells drilled, a large proportion of which 
are losing investments. The average produc- 
tion daily of the wells in the older producing 
regions of the State are considerable less than 
a barfel each. Such is not the case in the 
newer field near Oakland City, in the south- 
western section of the State, as the Oakland 
City field is what would be considered virgin 
territory. but when allowed to produce stead- 
ily for twenty or more years the average out- 
put per well may be no better than those in 
the older producing districts. 

More wells are now being completed and 
drilled in the Oakland City field of Pike coun- 
ty than in all fields combined in Indiana. The 
resulte of the drill there are more encour- 
aging and as long as paying producers are 
found the drill will be kept moving at a rapid 
rate. Dubois and Crawford counties, in the 
southern section of Indiana, are looked upon 
as promising spots to operate in, as is the 





field arounf Loogoottee, in Martin and Daviess 
counties,

Eastern Petroleum Review. 
Montpeii-*, Ind., Jan. 19 1910. 
A review of the high grade pctrcleum fields 
east of the Mississinpi River fer the week 
shows that work has been rather siack in all 


quarters outside of the Illinois and West Vir- 
ginia regions. Were it not for the greater 
activity in the Lawrence county field of Ill- 


nois 1nd the counties of Lincoln, Roane, Har- 
rison, Ritchie and Tyler counties of West Vir- 
ginia, there would be but little accomplished 
in the petroleum industry to the east of the 
big river, for Kentucky, Ohio, Southeastern 
and Northwestern portions, and Indiana, are 
showing hut little life on occount of weather 
conditions, The heavy snow storms and the 
rains have been such that but little work 
could be accomplished in any of the fields, 
and the high waters have put many fields 
out of commission for the time being. Oil 
men have become so discouraged over this 
winter operations that for a large percentage 
they will let up until better weather prevails 
in the spring, 

The present season will no doubt be one of 
the greatest in the history of petroleum for 
wildcat work, which is now being planned for 
most all the producing States east of the Mis- 
sissippi, and in some States where wells have 
never been drilled. There is some talk of some 
test work to be done in Maine and the far 
eastern districts. 

Nothing but a heavy cut in prices of the 
crude product will stop the drill, as the aver- 
operator pays but little attention to the 
supply and demand of the country for the 
product, but keeps on drilling regardless of 
whether or not there is a sufficient suply on 
hand to meet all requirements or not, and when 
the prices take a drop as is usually the case 
when there is an overabundance, they blame 
someone for a decrease in the price. The 
heavy decrease in the shipments of the re- 
fined and finished products of the crude to 
Fronce has compelled the larger re fining con- 
cerns to hunt some other place to dispose of 
the surplus, and as the country has been pretty 
well canvassed for the oil business, the ship 
pers do not know where to go to unload some 
of the immense stocks now being carried. At 
the present time the American continent is 
only able to take care of about 40 per cent. 
of the product of oil and the buyers of the 
product must look to the other or more East- 
ern hemisphere to dispose of the other 60 
per cent,

Operations are also being curtailed 
on account of the decline in the market prices 
in the West Virginia regions, and indications 
are that the remainder of the winter and 
early spring months will see a still further de- 
cline in work, Then, again, producers and 
operators are aware of the fact from experi 
ence that there is little that can be done in 
the way of improvement in prices so long as 
oil can be found in such large quantities in 
the Western fields of Oklahoma, Texas, Louisi- 
ana and California. About the only thing that 
the driller of small wells can do is to shut 
down to @ certain extent and wait for less 
competition from the Western sources. The 
only field in West Virginia that now holds out 
any inducements whatever is the Suinnston 
pool, and now that the pool has been prac- 
tically defined and the inside drillable territory 
owned by the owners of the large gushers, 
they find that chances are against looking for 
anything in that section of the field. The 
oniy prospect left for any extensions to this 
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gusher pool lies to the east and northwest sides 
of the pool, and the present work now near- 
ing completion on those sides of the pool will 
have much to do with the future of the pool. 
The average production of the pool is rapidly 
declining, and the prospects are not very en- 
couraging so far as can be seen of ever re- 
gaining anywhere near the former average. As 
usual, since Lincoln county dropped back to 
second place in new operations, Roane county 
took the lead and maintains that position, al- 
though the wells are very small pumpers at 
the best, but valuable for their staying quali- 
ties. The regularity of the formation § in 
Roane county is what makes it such a valuable 
ficld, as an operator is in most cases sure of 
what he will get when he starts a new well on 
defined territory. In the Lincoln county field 
there is but little chance for any extensions, 
the late completed wells being either gas wells, 
small pumpers or dry holes. Instead of the 
late producers now being drilled in starting at 
an average of 30 barrels or better to the well, 


as was the case several months ago, the aver 
age now is hardly better than 10 barrels. In 
the shallow sand fields but little new work is 


starting. with the exception of Ritchie 
where some fairly good wells are being 
brought in. The deep sand territory in Marion 
county has its usual amount of work under 
way, and a couple of good wells were brought 
in during the week just closed. This county is 
for its gas supply. A monster of a gas well 
has been found on Elm Run, in the Grant dis- 


now 
county, 











trict of Ritchie county, which is owned by the 
Jersey Oil Company on the Floyd Marsh land, 
and is a test well. The well’s measurement 
was 16,000,000 cubic feet, the gas being found 
in the Keener sand. Another important test 
well has been drilled by the Carter Oil Com- 
pany in the Washington district of Jackson 
county. The gas was found in the Berea 
grit formation, and adds a large area of gas 
territory to the State. On Left Hand k, 
Geary district, Roane county, and in advance 


of developments a gas well has been found on 
the Criner farm in the Big Injun sand. The 
Pure Oil Company has completed the pipe line, 


and is now at work installing a pumping sta- 
tion at Watson, above Confluence, on the 
Youghiogheny River, in Fayette county. The 


pipe line is six-inch and is 385 miles long, ex- 
tending from Marion county, West Virginia, 
on the west to Marcus Hook on the east. This 
will give the company a much shorter route 
to deliver the oil from the wells to its refinery. 
Additional pumping stations will be construct 







ed at Morgantown, Wellerburg and Nunnery 
Siding, near Waynesburg, There is to be some 
test work done east of Morgantown, in Monon- 
galia county, in purely wildcat territory, as 
McDermott & Grant have taken under lease 
rb0out 25.000 acres. They have disp« 1 of the 
gas right on the leases, but maint the oil 
rights. 


Southeastern Ohio, 








Quite a surprise was had in the Bremen 
fie'd, in Fairfield county, Southeastern Ohio, 
in the Clinton limestone field, when the Great 
Expectation Oil and Gas Company drilled ir 
a 475-barrel gusher on the Kelenbarger farm 
This production was the second day’s output 
instead of the first day. as is usuallv the 
case. This new well has stirred things up 
and will be the cause of many more wells 
starting in hopes of striking the same produc- 
tive vein. Two other 100-barrel producers 
were drilled during the week in the Clinton 
sand field Brown & Godfrey's test on the 
Myers farm, in Rush Creek township, and 
the Rodenafer Oil and Gas Company's test 
on the Rodenafer farm. In the old field south 
of Alliance, in Columbiana cougty, a 0-bur 
rel producer has been drilled in on’ the Banuy 
heirs’ farm. In the enitre Southeastern Ohio 
field there is a decrease in operations due to 
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the bad weather conditions and the hi 
waters. But little revival will be shown unfl 
better weather sets in. 

In the Kentucky, Northwestern Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois fields there is but slight change 
in developed fields, and very little work is 
progressing just now, as mud, slush and water 
tend to restrict operations.

The situation improved considerably 
during the week, and the demand 
for practically every commodity in- 
creased. The fertilizer manufactur- 
ers in the South have been busy 
booking their orders for prepared ma- 
terial for some time, and have been 
holding off purchasing raw materials, 
hoping apparently that the market 
would take a slump, With the season 
now well advanced the Southerners are 
showing more disposition to buy at the 
present levels, and the demand from 
the South for the animal ammoniates 
was reported from Chicago to have 
been very brisk during the week, with 
the market accordingly firmer. The 
packers have the situation well in 
hand, and are already speaking of the 
three dollar level for Chicago dried 
blood. The consumption of the abat- 
toir products will no doubt be large 
this season, for factors that have here- 
tofore never used these products are 
now buying in a large way. It is also 
stated that the amount of tankage ap- 
plied to the soil without additional mix- 
ing has grown to a large extent, and 
that the demand for the same mate- 
rial as a cattle food is also increasing. 
Sulphate of ammonia continues to ad- 
vance abroad, and while some local in- 
terests have moved their quotations up 
considerably during the week the in- 
side prices previously noted are still 
operative in some of the prominent 
quarters. Nitrate of soda is more ac- 
tive, but not quite as active as it 
might be considering the present quo- 
tation, as compared with that of pre- 
vious years. The slowness of this trade 
may be accounted for to a certain ex- 
tent by the fact that some of the very 
large interests contracted for their 
supplies early in the fall. The fish am- 
moniates are without change, but sales 
show improvement for Southern ac- 
count. Supplies are rather bountiful.

Phosphate Deposits to be Reserved 
tor Entry. 


IN IDAHO, UTAH 
NOT TO BE EXPLOITED UNTIL 
AUTHORIZES BY LAW. 

Washington, Jan, 21, 1910. 


The publication of the President’s mes- 
Sage to Congress on the subject of the 
conservation of the national resources of 
the country lends especial interest to 
certain particulars which the Reporter’s 
correspondent has obtained regarding the 
examination and mapping of the phos- 
phate deposits in Idaho, Utah and Wy- 
omiag by parties of the U. S. Geolog- 
ical Survey during the past season. 
These deposits will be reserved for entry 
and from exploitation until Congress en- 
acts a law providing for their exploration 
and utilization under the general super- 
vision of the Federal Government, 

On December 9, 1908, the Secretary of 
the Interior withdrew from all kinds of 
entry, pending an examination of their 
phosphate resources, lands in these three 
States covering 4,541,300 acres. All the 
lands withdrawn were not then supposed 
to be phosphate bearing, but they in- 
cluded all areas in which, according to 
the meager evidence then available, valu- 
able phosphate deposits might exist. 
Since that time the field work done and 
further study of the evidence has led to 
the restoration of some of these lands to 
entry and the withdrawal of others, so 
that the total area now withheld from 
entry 1s 2,551,399 acres. 

Two parties were detailed by the Sur- 
vey to examine these fields. The larger 
party, which was outfitted at Montpelier, 
Idaho, about June 1, included Hoyt S8. 
Gale, R. W. Richards and C, L. Berger. 
W. H. Waggaman, of the Bureau of 
Soils, Department of Agriculture, was 
associated with these geologists in the

field throughout the season by agreement 
between. the Bureau of Soils and the 
Geological Survey, and collected represen- 
tative samples of phosphate rock and 
made field chemical determinations of 
their content of phosphoric acid, George 
H. Girty, a paleontologist of the Survey, 
was with the party during June and July 
and, with the assistance of C. L. Berger, 
collected a large amount of material that 
is important in the study of the strati- 
graphic relations of the phosphate-bear- 
ing beds. 

The other party, which, under the di- 
rection of Eliot Blackwelder, of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, examined phosphate 
lands in the extreme southern part of the 
area withdrawn and studied stratigraphic 
problems in the northern part of the 
Wasatch Mountains, 

Besides this geographical work, topo- 
graphic work was done in two adjacent 
areas by two parties of the Survey. One 
of these areas is in the extreme north- 
east corner of Utah and the other in the 
southeast corner of Utah, and the two to- 
gether form a region that includes much 
of the more accessible parts of the phos- 
phate fields. 

During the season the main party ex- 
amined about 1,200 square miles, mapped 
400 square miles in considerable detail, 
both geologically and topographically, and 
traced the outcrops of phosphate rocks in 
this area. Analysis of 330 representative 
specimens of phosphate show accurately 
the grade or quality of the material 
found. 

The areal surveys made have defined 
the position and the geologic relations of 
the larger developed deposits, so that 
more reliable estimates of available ton- 
nage can be obtained. The results of the 
careful study of the stratigraphic rela- 
tions of the phosphate bearing formations 
and the associated strata have simplified 
the work of identifying and tracing the 
depsits. Important outcrops of phos- 
phatie beds have been found and mapped 
in areas lying beyond those now locally 
recognized as phosphate bearing. These 
deposits occur in readily accessible parts 
of the field and are not yet covered by 
mining claims, Evidence has been ob- 
tained of the existence in this field of de- 
posits of high-grade phosphate rock in 
strata of Jurassic age that are much 
younger geologically than the deposits 
hitherto recognized, and, although these 
deposits have not yet been shown to be 
of commercial value, they may prove, 
eventually, to be of considerable impor- 
tance. 

A report on this work will be published 
by the Geological Survey during the pres- 
ent year. This report will contain maps 
of the districts studied, which include the 
Preuss Range, Sublette Range, Crawford 
Mountain, Woodruff Creek, and Bear 
Lake districts. The maps will show the 
distribution of the geologic formations, 
the geologic structure, the topography, 
end the roads so far as they have been 
surveyed.

acted in such a very irregular way 
that no one feels inclined to commit 
themselves to contracts for raw ma- 
terial until the market has established 
itself on a somewhat more steady 
basis. With a less erratic movement 
the mills will perhaps into the 
market and run their plants on a better 
time schedule than at present. <A gen- 
erally better feeling is, however, pre- 
vailing in the dyestuffs market, and 
commodities that have experienced a 
rather easier tone for some time are 
now firming up. No quotable changes 
of importance were noted during the 
week and, aside from contract with- 
drawals, little business developed. Ad. 
vices from Calcutta indicate a very 
heavy demand for the better grades of 
the new crop of indigo, and most of 
the sales are for Persian Gulf accounts, 
Where the synthetic indigo is making 
little inroad. Up to January 10 sales 
of fully 2,000 chests of the new crop 
had been reported, The final estimate of 
the crop, which appears in another part 
of this issue, is to the effect that the 
yield will be greatly less than that of 
last year, but the quality is much bet- 
ter and is finding ready sale at ad- 
vanced quotations. Gambier continues 
very firm and buying during the past 
two weeks has been heavy. Excluding 
the shipments for the last half of Jan- 
‘uary but 450 tons of material are afloat 
and shipments out of Singapore are 
not obtainable under 6c. Turmeric is 
firm in primary sources, but the qual- 
ity available for the market is very 
poor and hardly up to the _ usual 
standard of the American and Eu- 
ropean demand. Nitrite of soda is 
quoted slightly higher, as is wheat 
starch. This description, as well as 
potato and rice starch, continues very 
scarce and higher prices are generally 
predicted. A detailed report of the 
market follows:— 

_ ALBUMEN.—No change was noted 
in the local market during the week 
and, while holders of contracts are 
withdrawing amounts in a fairly ac- 
tive way, the market as a whole is 
rather inclined to lag. Egg albumen is 
obtainable at 51%@73c. Blood albumen 
continues rather scarce, but the ab- 
sence of a large demand tends to keep 
the market stationary and quotations 
are unchanged at 23@32c. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Both 
salt and oil have been arriving in fair- 
ly large quantities, but these arrivals 
are for direct consuming account and 
are having no effect whatever on the 
local market. There is practically no 
competition and oil is quoted un- 
changed at 11%@11%c.; salt at 10@ 
10.15¢. 
_ ANTIMONY  SALT.—Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that present prices are 
lower than they have been for a great 
length of time, the demand has not 
improved and trading is still of very 
light proportions. The following price 
schedule is prevailing for spot ma- 
terial:—75 per cent. at 144@14\4c.; 65 
per cent. at 124%@12%c.; 47 per cent. 
at 94@9'tec. 

BICHROMATES.—The contract with- 
drawals against old agreements are 
moving along in about the usual sea- 
sonable amount, but the market as a 
whole is rather quiet and routine. Job- 
bing circles are also reporting the sit- 
uation to be a generally featureless 
one, although a fair amount of busi- 
ness is passing. Bichromate of potash 
is held at 7%@7éc., bichromate of soda 
at 5%@5%c. 

CUTCH.—The week brought with it 
little of new interest in this market, 
and there is still a comparatively 
small demand from both the tanning 
or the dyeing trade. Stocks in London 
at the close of the year amounted to 
40 tons aS compared with 50 tons on 
the correspondingly date of 1908. Dur- 
ing December 12 tons were landed and 
9 tons delivered. In the local market 
the quotations of last week may be 
repeated in a more or less nominal 
way. 

DEXTRINE.—The market continues 
to firm up and consumers are showing 
more disposition to contract for ma- 
terial. The movement into both do- 
mestic and export channels is large 
and is growing in volume. Manufac- 
turers of the commodity are asking 
the following prices:—Bags at $2.89;

According to the latest report, the area of 
this year’s indigo crop in the Punjab is esti- 
mated at 43,400 acres, as against 36,200 acres 
in 1908. The advance does not, however, it is 
said, indicate any revival of the indigo indus- 
try as the area of 1909 is still much below 
the quinquennial average of 62,980 acres. The 
season has been favorable and the gross out- 
turn of seed of the 1909 crop is estimated at 
1,791,500 seers and of the dye at 49,400 seers.
